Electrical Workers Involved, 

Cameron and Anderson are said to be con- 
nected with local’ No. 134 of the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Electrical Workers. 
This organization has 8,000 members in the 
United States and Canada, and the member- 
ship of the local unlon is about 1,600. 

In 1908 union NG. 134 seceded from thé In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Electrical Work- 
ers No. 376. This union has a membership 
of about 22,000 in the whole country and 500 
in Chicago. Since the split there has been 
bad blood between the two organizations, 
the chief point of'conflict being Chicago. 

Six months ago they began slugging tac- 
tics. In the course of this warfare—on Aug. 
7—James E. Allendar, business agent of 
local No. 184, was shot and killed by Herman 
Smith, a member of the rival faction, who 
was working on the building, afterward 
burned, at 7528 Jeffrey avenue. 

Smith was arrested and acquitted. With 
the acquittal began a series of incendiary 
fires for which local No. 134 is blamed. 


Motive for the Vandalism. 

The motive for the vandalism is found by 
Attorney Sullivam in the fact that Union 
No. 876 was being favored by Chicago con- 
tractors as against Union No. 184. 

By destroying the buildings No. 134 not 
only was able to throw the members of the 
rival union out of work but was revenged on 
contractors who had taken the work away 
from it in the first place. | 

The fire attorney's attention was first 
called to the flres by the fire battalion chiefs, 
who reported them as suspicious. He begun 
an inquiry which soon convinced him the

Dr. Bills resignation is expected to take 
effect on Jan. 1.

Smilingly, but 
with shaking hands, he made a herolc effort 
to eoncea} there was anything at all amiss 
in the sentiment of his congregatſon. 

No complaint has come to my ears,” he 
said, and I was not asked to resign. I can- 
not tell my plans for the future. I have been 
pastor of the North Shore Baptist church for 
the lest four years, and during that time 
have brought 260 new members into the 
church. We now have a total membership 
of 350.” c 

Says Pastor Was Too Progressive. 

“Our pastor has been too progressive for 
nome of the ‘ standpatters’ in our church,” 
said Joseph E. Tyssowski, president of the 
Young Men's club of the church. He has 
been too active in practical religion and he 
did not have the right kind of polities. It 
started early in the political campaign. The 
Men's club had a debate on the issues of the 
various parties.

OF EUROPE, SAYS 
PREMIER ASQUITH 


Deprecates Any Attempt of 
Powers to Take Spoils from 
Vietors in Balkan War. 


Sheik ul Islam Follows Up Holy War 
Manifesto; Bulgars Attack Wav er- 
ing Turks at Tchatalja. 


PEACE PARLEY BEGUN WITH ALLIES 


LANDON, Nov. 9.—The British prime mia- 
ter tonight at the lord mayor's inaugural 
banquet at the Guild hall, made a statement 
en the situation in Turkey and the Balkans. 
Is this statement he sald: “Upon one 
thing I believe the genera! opinion of Burope 
te be unanimous—that the victors are not 
to be robbed of the fruits which cost them 
so dearly.” 

The prime minister referred to the un- 
successful efforts of the powers to prevent 
the conflict and to the great changes the war 
had made in the map of Burope. He saié 
Dat the fall of Constantinople might occur 
at any moment and added: 

“In these anxious times it is satisfactory 
to be able to announce that the relations of 
Dugland with the other powers, without « 
single exception, were never more friendly, 
and cordial.” 

Great Powers Working Together. 

Premier Asquith continued: 

“The great powers are working together 
“with a closenese of touch and 4 frankness 
and freedom df communication and discus- 
sion which is remarkeble and which may 
seem almost unintelligible to those who be- 
eve that because for certain purposes the 
| powers have been and are ranged in different 
groups they must therefore in a time of 
European crisis be arrayed in opposite 
camps.” 

The map of Durope will have to be recast, 
the premier declared, and nowhere was there 
a disposition to belittle the magnitude of the 
struggle or dispute the decisiveness of the 
result. 

England Not Directly Interested. 

“England,” he said, “has no direct m- 
terest in the exact form which the political 
and territorial] redistributions may ultimate- 
ly take. The special relations of the other 
powers, geographical, economic, ethnical, 
and historical, with the scene of the conflict 
are such that they cannot be expected not to 
claim a voice when the time comes for a 
permanent settlement. 

The prime minister purposely refrained 
at the present stage from even indicating n 
the most general way the points, some of 
them full of difficulty, which must inevitabiy 
emerge for solution. 

tes Hurried Action. 

„ For the moment and az long as the state 
of beligerency continues,” he declared, “ his 
majesty’s government deprecates the raising 
and pressing of isolated questions, which tf 
handled separately and “ once may seem 
likely to lead to Irreconcilable divergencies, 
but which may assume a different—perhaps 
a more practical—aspect if they are reserved 
to be dealt with from a wider point of view in 
the general settlement.” 

Mr. Asquith concluded by saying that the 
powers had labored ee with one will to al~ 
cumscribe the scope of the war, and so far 


would continue to labor to that end. 


Vienna Diplomacy Storm Center. 

Vienna remains the storm center of diple- 
macy and the question whether Servia wild 
gain the Adriatic port of Durazzo, on which 
it ie marching and which is the goal of its 
ambitions, is the rock on which the concert 
of Burope is most likely to be broken. 

The warning of Raimi Pasha, the grand 
vizier, that the entry of King Ferdinand’s 
army Into the capital would mean attacks om 
foreigners in every part of the Turkish em-

Turks Claim Two Days’ Battle. 

The Turkish garrison of Adrianople claims 
to have inflicted a severe defeat on the Bul- 
@arians in a two days’ battle on the west 
front of the fortress in the vicinity of Maras. 

An official report dated Nov. 8 has been 
received from the civil governor of Adriano- 
ple, in which he says the battle began at 8 
o'clock in the morning of Nov. 7 and con- 
tinued without cessation eleven hours. After 
half an hour’s pause fighting was resumed 
with renewed vigor and lasted all night and 
the whole of the next day until nightfall of 
Nov. 8. 

The Turkish report says the Turkish 
troops attacked with fixed bayonets and 
compelled the Bulgarians to retreat in dis- 
order, leaving several hundred rifies and a 
quantity of ammunition on the field, 

The authorities of Oonstantinople are 
adopting every precaution for public se- 
curity and numerous preventive arreste al- 
ready have, been made, while all fugitive 
soldiers are being . at the outskirts 
ef the city.

acing Loss of Constantinople, 


Wrested from Christian Hands in 1453. 


BIVER since the fall of Constantinople 
into the hands ot the Turks in 1453 has 
the imperial city come so near being 
wrested from its Mohammedan mas- 
ters as it has within the last week. 

When it is recalled t the Bulgarian name 
of Constantinople is “ Tcharigrad,"’ or the 
city of the czar, one may understand with 
what feeling the sturdy soldiers marching 
towards it look upon this prize. No spot on 
the surface of the globe has been more ard- 
ently coveted at any time. 

Since the day when an sdventurous band 
of Greek colonists first raised a hastily built 
stockade at the southern entrance of the 
Bosporus some 2,500 years ago its situation 
has been considered unique on account of 
combined advantages bestowed on fits holders. 

Its strategic importance was considered, 
until recently, superior to that of any mi- 


‘Jarly situated position. A hundred years 


ago, immediately after the peace of Tiisit, 
the Emperor Alexander of Russia, while dis- 
cussing the terms of the treaty over a large 
map of the world with Napoleon, who was 
then at the zenith of his power, made a spe- 
cial effort to induce the French monarch to 
allow bim to n the sultan’s capital. 


In vain he begged. Offering any sacrifice in 
return for the establishment of his residence 
on the shores of the Bosporus. He was willing 
to compromise in every direction provided he 
was permitted to attain this goal of his am- 
bition. Napoleon looked carefully at the 
map, then glancing back at his colleague is 
said to have exclaimed with an air of finality: 
“Impossible! It is the mastery of the world 
that goes with possession of this capital.“ 

Since then the city has remained in the 
hands of the Turks simply because it was 
known they were in ble of taking ad- 
vantage of its position. Today its eom- 
mercial importance gives ita particular prom- 
inence. Furthermore it is soon becoming 


an important railroad center, for it is here 


that all the traffic between BDurope and Asia 
Minor, on its way to India and further east, 
possibly, is destined to pass. 

The city lies at the southwestern end of 
the Bosporus upon a promontory shooting 
out of the Buropean Shore of the straiteas 
though to stem he that rush from 
the Black sea to the rmore. North of it, 
the narrow bay of the Golden Horn runs m- 
land for some six or peven miles. The har- 
bor thus formed is one of the finest in the 
world. 

To the south the sea of Marmora spreads 
Uke a lake, its Asiatic coast bounded by hills 
and mountains and fringed with islands. 
Upon the Asiatic shore and facing the east- 
ern side of the promontory stands the hie- 
toric town of Chrysopolis, or the golden city, 
which has now become a suburb of Constan- 
tinople known by the name of Scutari. There 
is little to attract the eye in the mainland 
to the west, although in the palmy days of 
the city it doubtless presented 4 pleasing 
landscape of villas and gardens. 

The promontory itself is about four miles 


' 
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long and from one to four miles wide, with a 
surface broken up into hills and plains. The 
higher ground reaches an elevation of some 
250 feet and it has a long ridge which over- 
hangs the Golden Horn. Here some of the 
most famous monuments of Byzantium are 
found. 

Like Rome, Constantinople also boasted of 
its seven hills, and it was on the first that the 
famous church of St. Sophia was built. At 
the dawn of the Christian era the city had 
already acquired a worldwide reputation as 
a commercial center. Some three centuries 
later Constantine decided to transfer his cap- 
ital from the banks of the Tiber to the shores 
of the Bosporus. ; 

The legend of the change is well known to 
all Greeks. According to it, when the em- 
peror arrived at Constantinople he found 
the then ¢xisting city to be too small for his 
imperial conceptions. He determined to in- 
crease it forthwith. Accordingly he sum- 
moned hig advisers and had them accom- 
pany him to 1 on its new boundaries. 


Leaving the city gates behind, thé party 
started on a circuitous route the diameter of 
which to be constantly increasing. 
Some of the courtiers, amazed at the daring of 
the emperor and fearing lest he should under- 
take more than was feasible, ventured to call 
his attention to the fact that the ground 
they had already encompassed was more 
than ample for a new capital. Constantine, 
however, according to the story, paid no heed 
to their words, but merely pointed to a lonely 
star that had appeared suddenly, shining in 
full daylight, to the wonder of all present. 
Not until the heavenly light disappeared did 
the first emperor of Byzantium stop, and then 
the founders realized that they had covered 
an area about ten times greater than that 


-oecupied by the town. 


The history of this famous locality cannot. 
be understood unless the extraordinary char- 
acter of its geographical position is present to 
the mind. No city owes so much to its site. 
The glamour of Constantinople’s imperial 
might is rooted in its location. Nowhere bas 
the influence of geography on history been so 
marked. It is here that the possibilities of 
the freest and widest intercourse blend with 
the possibjlities of complete isolation. The 
city is both out of the — and much in it. 


It is the sung oe point of some of the 
most important highways on the globe, 
whether by sea or by land. It also is the 
center around which diverse vast and 
wealthy countries lie within easy reach, 
inviting commercial relation and promoting 
extended litical control. 

Before it the peninsula of Asia Minor, 
stretching like a bridge across the seas 
that sunder Asia and Europe, narrows the 
waters between the two great continents to 
a stream only half a mile across. In this 
sense Constantinople is really a port of 
Asia and partakes of the greater range of 
traffic of which the traveler is sensible as 
goon as he begins to advance up a trunk 
road of Asia Minor. 


In spite of all this, the facility with which 
the great world so near at hand can be 
excluded is remarkable. Access to this point 
by sea is possible only through the Dar- 
danelles on one side or the Bosporus on the 
other, and were both defiles properly guarded 
no hostile navy could penetrate beyond the 
range of their guns. 

~~ 

The appearance of the town itself to the 
tourist is that of a city of contrasts. With- 
in the streets the inexpressibly usly fea- 
tures of the Tartar descended from sons of 
the Asiatic steppes can be seen in the same 
glance that ie bestowed on the classic coun- 
tenance of.a Greek wayfarer. The nomad 
Arab from Mesopotamian valleys may be 
seen elbowing freely the well groomed Eng- 
lish or French promoter stepping out of a 
motor car. 

AS one emerges out of the subway that 
connects the Galata and Pera suburbs it, 1 
possible to meet the incongruous spec 0 
of @ cart driven by two dullocks Upon the 
Bosporus itself the Most modern ferry boat 
ever fashioned by twentieth century skill 
may be seen stopping to allow the passage 
of a tiny sailing craft that is the exact coun- 
terpart of the pictures of Greek boats rep- 
resented on thirteenth century manuscripts. 

The casual stroller through the town, pro- 
ceeding, perhaps, along an avenue the beauty 
of which reminds one of Paris, may by a 
sudden swerve to right or left enter a nar- 
row street which for filth and squalor might 
have been bodily transferred from a Moroc- 
can town. 

At night, just as a smartly uniformed po- 
iceman is passed, one may meet a few steps 
further on a municipal watchman whose 
oriental costume and heavily shod cudgel 
brings up visions of medieval insecurity. In 


five minutes’ walk from Robert college, the. 


famous American seat of learning on the 
shores of the Bosporus, one can pass the 
windows of a Turkish schoolhouse, within 
which may be heard the monotonous chant 
of native students reciting the Koran as 
they sway their bodies to and fro tn accom- 
paniment, just as has been done in every sec- 
tion of the Moslem world for welinigh 1,200 
years. The contrasts are as unceasing as 
they are diversified. _ 
— 

The town is divided in quarters, in which 
members of the various creeds segregate in 
communities. South of the Golden Horn 
lies Stamboul, the Mohammedan center. It 
occupies the site of ancient Byzantium, rem- 
nants of the walls of which can stil) be seen 
within the groupe of confusedly dispersed 
buildings. The section is not only the heart 
of the Turkish empire but also of the Moham- 
medan world. 

Here, on the site of the abode of Byzantine 
emperors, sultan after sultan has erected 
palaces and mosques in profusion and ap- 
parently inexhaustible lavishness. Today 
the ancient home of these rulers has been 
transformed into a museum, within which 
some of the most exquisite expressions of 


medaniem are to be found. 

South of this museum lies the world re- 
nowned sublime porte, the seat of the Turk- 
ish government. This is an assemblage of 
buildings devoted to various administrative 
purposes, each department being provided 
with one or more palaces. The whole is in- 
closed within a low wall surmounted by a 
railing. A number of gates lead to its in- 
terior. 

The one facing the palace of the sultan is 
an elaborate product of Turkish art. It 
was used by the sovereigns whenever they 
came to attend a council of their ministers. 
Its name of “ Bab-Ali,” or the Sublime 
Gate,” has eventually been applied to the 
whole group of buildings, the French version 
being now universally employed. 


~~ 

West of this historic spot the famous dome 
of St. Sophia can be distinguished by the 
two minarets which flank it, as well as by 
ite supporting buttresses. This is considered 
by some the most famous monument of 
Christianity, and indeed its associations with 
the long, protracted struggle between the 
crogs and the crescent contribute to place it 
2 exceptional light in the eyes of histor - 

There is nothing in the outside of the 
church that might convey a hint of the 
beauty of ite interior. Ite appearance as 
viewed from the spacious evenue heading to 
it is clumsy and devoid of attraction. The 
building wes found to be so frail after its 
construction in 632 A. D. that it had to be 
strengthened by buttresses on either side. 
The earthquakes which frequently occur in 
Constantinople have weakened its walls no 
less than the incompetence and negligence 
of its present masters. 

But the traveler is amply rewarded for the 
annoyances of his journey by the sight which 
meets his eyes as he is ushered by a slouchy 
Mohammedan attendant within the heayy 
brenze doors. The interior is one of ex- 
quisite beauty wherever the eye happens 
to turn. The walls are covered with price- 
less oriental rugs, gathered from every cor- 
ner of the eastern world. 

On holidays the moeque is thronged with 
worshipers and the curfeus spectacle of a 
priest holding a drawn scimitar in his right 
hand as he ascends the pulpit to preach 10 
te be seen. This performance dates from 
the time of the capture of Constantinople 
by Sultan Mohammed the Conqueror, who 
had hardly set foot in the capital before he 
headed straight for this sanctuary and, call- 
ing his own chaplain, bade him proclaim 
the prophet's formula that God is God and 
Mohammed his prophet, with a drawn sword 
in token of the fact that the church was 
held by right of arms. 

This ceremony thoroughly reveals the spirit 

that has ever pervaded Islam. This spirit 
has received in the last few days the most 
crushing blew ever inflicted on it in Europe 
merely because of the eupertor efficiency of 
Bulgarian artiferymen. 
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has informed the foreign ambassadors in| — 
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Constantinople that he will maintain order 
there until the end.

POLICE ARREST 50 BETTORS 
IN RAID ON BARN HANDBOOK. 


Structure at 1334 West Madison 
Wear John Gazzalo’s Saloon, Filled 
with Men When Detectives Act.

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| ASKS LAW TO END 
\\ THIRD DEGREE 


E. R. Keedy Would Make It 
Misdemeanor to Get Confes- 
sion by This Method. 


CITES THE CONWAY CASE. 


Chicago Police Official Says That 
Kindness Is Used by All Good 
Detectives Now. 


Methods employed by the Chicago police 
in extorting confessions from Charles L. Con- 
way and Lillian Conway, now in the county 
jail awaiting trial for the murder of Sophia 
Singer, started a lively controversy yester- 
day. 

In an editorial in the curernt issue of the 
Journal of Criminal Law Edward R. Keedy 
refers to this case and protests against the 
methods used by Capt. Nootbaar as unfair 
and unlawful. James Markham, secretary to 
the detective bureau, when shown Mr. 
Keedy's article, made a caustic reply to it. 
Mr. Keedy urged the adoption of a statute 
making what is known as the third degree 
unlawful. 


Text of Proposed Statute. 
He ‘suggested that the statute contain the 
following provisions: 

That it shall be a misdemeanor, pun- 
ishable by tmprisonment, for any police 
officer to exert any force, mental or phys- 
ical, against an accused person for the 
purpose of extorting any admission or 
confession. 

That any admission or confession made 
by an accused person in reaponse to in- 
terrogatories of the police shall be in- 
admissible in evidence. 

That it shall be a misdemeanor for the 
editor of any newspaper to publish re- 
garding an accused person statements or 
comments which create a belief in the 
guilt of the accused before his trial. 


Markham Makes Reply. 

“A etatute of that kind,“ said Mr. Mark- 
ham, could not be enforced in this country 
and if ti were enforced, would cause in cal- 
culable damage and an increase in crime that 
would bring about a condition equivalent to 
anarchy. 

“The third degree doesn’t exist today in 
any police department in America. The only 
place where it does have existence in this 
country is in the minds of crooked lawyers, 
who, finding themselves confronted by the 
confessions of their clients, bring those 
clients into court to swear they were beaten 
and abused bythe police. 

‘He is particularly unfortunate in his 
choice of an Illustration for his argument— 
the Conway case. This man Conway hadina 
peculiarly deliberate and cold blooded man- 
ner bludgeoned a young girl who had de- 
friended him in order to get from her a few 
doklars. No brutality wae practiced against 
the prisoner by the police. In fact, be was 
brought to confess through kindness. 


Defends Treatment of Conways. 

„The most brutal thing the police did to 
him was to leave him in his own society for 
twenty-four hours At the end of that time 
he confessed. He confeaped because he had 
come to realize Nootbaar was his friend. 
There was no deception about thet, either. 
Nootbaar deliberately cultivated. Conway's 
friendship. He acquired it by being kind to 
him. 

„Mr. Keedy’s first clause in his proposed 
statute is absurd. He wants to prohibit po- 
lice from employing force. Well, that in- 
volves a definition of the word ‘force’. Kind- 
ness is a force. The intellectual power which 
the policernan exercises against the cunning 
of the prisoner is a force. 

“The second provision is sillier than the 
first. If we had that provision on the statute 
books now, the confession of the McNamaras 
would have been without effect. The Conway 
confession would be inadmissible in evidence 
and the way would be clear for a lawyer to 
convict the girl’e eweetheart, a totally inno- 
cent party, of the crime. 


Points to Other Provision. 

“His third provision also is objectionable. 
Newspapers play an important part in the 
suppression of crime. The chief obstacle 
to the administration of justice in this coun- 
try is the officers of the courts themselves 
the lawyers. There are men practicing law 
in the criminal courts of this town whoought 
to be in the penitentiary. The judges know 
this. So does the Bar association. Why 
don’t they combine to suppress them? Mr. 
Keedy. ovght to turn his attention to that 
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= and let the police alone.“

Police Find W. R. Ely Discount- 
ed Bills Due Him at Home. 


HALPIN’S MEN ON TRAIL, 


Paid First Premium en $25,000 Be- 
fore Chicago Visit. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Gibson City, III., Nov. 9.—[Special.}—Dr. 
W. R. Ely, who disappeared in Chicago, made 
strenuous efforts to accumulate ea large sum 
o? money immediately before his departure 
from here on Oct. 29. He is said to have suc- 
ceeded. 

He offered liberal inducement for the set- 
tlement of bills that ordinarily would have 
been due on Nov. 1. In some cases it is re- 
ported he accepted a 30 per cent discount for 
a quick settlement. 

There is one transaction, however, that 
stands out above the rest, and Detectives 
Riley and Birmingham of Capt. Halpin’s 
staff believe it throws some light on the 
strange disappearance. A farmer owed Dr. 
Ely an account of 6368, fully secured by judg- 
ment notes. 


Shows Eagerness to Raise Money. 
Om Oct. 27 the doctor pleaded with the 
farmer for a quick settlement. The latter 
seid he did not have the money. Dr. Ely 
offered to surrender the notes for a team of 
horses and a buggy. The farmer closed the 
transaction and the doctor without ever 
placing the outfit in his own barn stopped at 
the livery stable of E. M. Kerr and got $240 
for the horses, a discount of $1156. 

Mr. Kerr said today that Dr. Bly showed 
extreme anxiety to dispose of the horses and 
remarked: I have to raise a certain sum by 
tonight.“ ‘ 
The day following the horse deal Dr. Bly 
paid the initial premiums on his $25,000 life 
insurance policy. Riley and Birmingham had 
a long talk with Mrs. Diy, but aid the inter- 
view was unsatisfactory. 

Mrs. Ely has regained her composure and 
has expressed a dislike, for any further news- 
paper publicity. She told the detectives she

“The doctor kept his car somewhere in 
Chicago and informed relatives thet he m- 
tended trading it in for a new one. The auto 
people who handle his make of car say he 
was not near them that day. The machine 
cannot be traced and many in Gibson believe 
the doctor has ridden away in it. 

The Chicago detectives also learned that 
Dr. Ely muttered, ‘‘ Nearer, My God, to 
Thee,“ as he made his final departure from 
home and kept looking back at his house as 
though he was taking his farewell. 

The Chicago detectives tonight expreased 
disgust with their assignment end said they 
would drop the investigation unless Mra, Ely 
showed more willingness to answer qués- 
tions.

Was in Financial Straits. 
Investigation indicates that Lindeen was 
in ffmancial straite. Two weeks before he 
disappeared he remarked to a friend: 

“Tt a good thing my wife has the house 
im her name. If I fail they at least can’t get 
that from her.” 

In the two weeks before his disappearance 
Lindeen failed to band to his wife the usual 
$15 weekly for household expenses. He ex- 
plained this by saying he had been buying 
heavier and would pay her all of the allow- 
ance the next week. When the next week 
came he was gone. Representatives of pack- 
ing firms have been in the neighborhood in- 
quiring for him.

met in Indianapolis. We rented a vacant 
house in Muncie.and proceeded to fix it up as 
a place to hide nitroglycerin. -Hockin, J. B. 
McNamera, and I drove to Abany. Ind. 
where we bought 120 quarts ofaitroglycerin, 
telling the man it Was to be used to blow up 
“ditches. — 


‘McNamara ° Blew Up Hotel. 

‘When we returned to Indtana polis I had a 
talk with J. B. McNamara. He told me he 
had done the Green Bay (Wia) job. Later in 
April I met him in Chicago. He said he was 
on his way to blow up the Utah hotel, then 
under conetruction in Lake City. On his 
way back from Salt e City he showed me 
a newspaper account of the explosion there 
on April 18, 1910, and giving a picture of the 
destroyed part of the structure. He said the 
union had had a lot of trouble out there and 
he had made a good job of it.

MUST FORCE HIS POLICIES 


Appeal to People His Cue for Ad- 
vancement of Progress-. 
ive Work.

SELLS HER BLOOD 


TO SAVE 3 LIVES 


Deserted Wife Gives Vital 
Fluid for Children and 
Another Patient. 


WILSON HELPS HER CASE. 


Signs Requisition Papers Which 


Send Husband Back to Balti- 
more for Trial. 


Baltimore, Md,, Nov. 9.—[Special.J—An 


example of woman's sacrifice was unfolded 


today between the lines of matter of fact 
routine court work. 

The arrest of Charles Leroy Brown brought 
out the fact that several months ago he 
deserted his wife, leaving her to support her 
twins, 7 years old. This she succeeded in 
doing until three months ago, when she was 
compelled to go to Johns Hopkins hospital, 
where another baby was born,. Then her 
money gave out. 

While in the hospital Mrs. Brown learned 


_ that blood was a valuable article in a hos- 


pital. So in order t- obtain money to pay 
the board of her twin children she sold a 
quantity of her blood for $25, which she sent 
to the people who were caring for her babies 
Gives More Blood to Save Life. 
Learning later that a patient in another 


„institution was in a serious condition and 


that the only hope held out by the surgeons 
was in transfusing some healthy blood into 
the patient's body, Mrs. Brown offered to give 
more of her blood to save a life. 

The surgeons were at first chary of risking 
Mrs. Browns health by further loss of the 
vital fluid. But an examination of her blood 
showed that it was healthy and a vein in her 
left wrist was opened and the blood taken 
out. Mrs. Brown stood the operation well 
and in a few weeks was able to leave the Insti- 
tution. 

One of the remarkable features of the case 
is that Mrs. Brown weighs only 120 pounds.

PARIS. Nov.-0.—The French presidential 
election in January is at last beginning to 
@rouse some little interest in Faris. 

With the forthcoming change in the head 
executive, since it is now certain that M. 
Fallieres will not offer hitmeelZ for re- 
election. discussion is going on as to whether 
the idea of the president, as a mere figure- 
head, or, as M. Casimir-Perier himself eaid, 
a master of ceremonies,” should not be 
abolished in favor of wider powers and more 
initiative. 

Public opinion is much divided om this 
point, some even maintaining that certain of 
the president's privileges, such as the right 
of commuting capttal punishment to impris- 
onment, have been too much used in the past. 


Would Make Incumbent a Factor. 

Others point out that the powers which he 
already hae under the constitution would, if 
he wielded them. make a French president 
as important a factor in the government of 
the country as an American one and « far 
mote responsible ruler than the King of 
Hngiand, but that through the timidity and 
lack of force of recent presidents, most of 
whom have been elected for their harmless- 
ness, these powers have been so neglected 
aa to make them a dead letter. 

Ic u urged that much might be done to in- 
crease the dignity and importance of this 
office by taking a few hints from American 
methods and the custom of sending « 
message to parllament—one which, it is hoped 
here, will be revived by M. Fallieres’ sus 
cessor. 

Fallieres’ Successor in Doubt. 

As to who that successor wil) be, indiffer 
ence continues to be shown by the great mages 
of the public, and it is only here and there 
that the problem te discussed with any regi 
interest. 

Now that Leon Bourgeois has definitely 
announced thet he will not stand, Alexandre 
Ribot, senator and member of the institute, 
is, on the whole, the most favored end- 


date.

PARIS, Nov. 0.—The newspapers have 
deen occupied this week with stories about 
Prof. Odin's claim in regard to a cure for 
cancer, which was announced lest August. 
Prof. Odin claims to have discovered the 
cancer microbe and the eliminating serum. 

The case quoted was one of malignant 
tumor of the throat. It reappeared after two 
operations. No further operations could 
then be made, as it was affecting the carotid 
gland. 

The patient came to Paris from Milan, and 
after thirty-five injections of Prof. Odin’s 
vaccines in twenty days the tumor disap- 
peared. The man’s voice became strong, 
his skin cicatrized, and the cure seemed to 
be absolute. 

Complains of Disdain. 

Prof. Odin complains of the disdain with 
which scientific societies have regarded his 
discovery. 

Dr. Matruchot, professor of cryptogramic 
botany at the Sorbonne, supervised tests in 
which Prof. Odin diagnosed cancerous from 
noncancerous blood. He asked the profes- 
sors of the chief scientific institutions to be 
present at Odin’s communication, but all 
of them refused. Dr. Odin says: 3 

„It is by @ epecial method of coloring that 
1 succeeded in discovering the protosoan 
which I. believe is the infectious agent of 
oancer. 

“tT have elaborated two vaccines. The first, 
by using off as a vehicle, frees the caneer- 
ous microbes encysted in the blood and agein 
sete them in circulation.

„A 17 year old French youth was troubled 
with sarcoma of the thigh, and had been 
twite operated upon in vain. I have given 
him seventy injections since Aug. . He is 
now cured and is able to walk, which he had 
been unable to do for two years before, 
Another case of cancer of the larynx was 
cured by me in eighteen days.

LONDON, Nov. 9.—Sir A. Conan Doyle, 
at the annua! dinner of the News Vender® 
institution, related some personel reminis- 
cences.of George Meredith, with whom he 
had a long and close friendship. The occa- 
sion was rendered unusually interesting by 
the presence of other prominent authors. 

Replying to the toast Literature, Doyle 
said he first met Meredith in 1804, fwhen he 
was invited to Boxhill to meet him. 

“As I approached the little house,” said 
Doyle, I met Meredith, dressed in a gray 
sult He wore a red tie, singing in a loud 
voice that sounded like some grand old 
Viking welcoming me to his home. 


Knew Value of Bottle of Wine. 

Meredith was a lover of good things and 
knew the value of a good bottle of wine, but 
was forbidden by his doctors to touch any 
alcohol, which caused him to say to me: 
‘If I have a bottle of choice wine out of my 
cellar, will you undertake to drink it all? 

“I intimated,” added Sir Arthur, amid 
laughter, that there would be no difficulty 
about that. Meredith watched me drink the 
wine and seemed to get some kind of reflex 
enjoyment out of it. Afterwards he said: 

Tou gave me great pleasure by the way 
you drank that wine. People come to see 
me, and I lad in in other days a very pre- 
cious little stock of wine. I am not a rich 
man, but I took the troubleto see that every 
drop would be good. People would come 
down to have a bottle drawn. They would 
drink a glass and I would see the rest wasted, 
and that goes to my heart. It made me happy 
to see you drink a whole bottle.’ 

“I wae giad to intimate to him,” contin- 
ued Doyle, that any time it could Hive him 
any pleasure — 

Sir Arthur couldn't finieh the sentence 
owing to screams of laughter. 

Ready with Repartee. 

“On one occasion,” said Doyle, I re- 
member a maid brought some jelly or dlano 
mange, which was wabbling on the plate. 
Meredith looked at ft and said: ‘Jane, the 
jelly seems to be as treacherous as the Tro- 
jan horse.’ 

“I had one interesting experience,” con- 
tinued Doyle, for which the public owes 


| me @ debt of gratitude. Meredith asked me 


to listen to the beginning o. a novel, which 
he had written twelve years before and, 
becoming disheartened, put it aside. The 
title was ‘An Amazing Marriage.’ After he 
had read the first chapter or two I said how 
much I admired it. Meredith replied: ‘ You 
seem 30 honesty interested in it I feel in- 
clined to go on with it. I encouraged him, 
and hope, therefore, I had some part in the 
fact the book was finished.”’ 


Meredith Had Radical Viewa 

In concluding Doyle said Meredith's per- 
sonal views clearly differed in many ways 
with his point of view. “He was ex- 
tremely independent. One of his religious 
views, though broad and unsectarian, was 
exceedingly deep. He believed in prayer, 
and one couldn't leave his presence without 
feeling more reverent. On the whole, his 
views were radical, but he held the strong- 
est views about the army. 

“ His freshness of mind was wonderful. 
He talked about everything with the en- 
thusiasm of a boy, making one wish he had 
got out of life what this old man got.” | 


HALL CAINE’S NEW CARD GAME 
PROVES POPULAR IN LONDON. 


Diversion Is Called Manx“ Fach Per- 
son Plays Independently and May 
Join at Any Time.

LONDON, Nov. A new card game 
called “ Manx,” the supposed invention of 
Hall Caine, has just been introduced in the 
clube and drawing rooms, and is said to be 
growing in popularity. 

Ite admirers declare that it Possessep sev- 
eral advantages over hitherto popular card 
games, such as each player plays independ- 
ently, may join the game at any stage, and 
Play with one or ten contestants, Here is 
an outline of the way in which “ Manz ” is 
Played: 

The pack consists of sixty cards, and has 
two new court cards— Billiken” and 
Manx.“ The ace counts 1, the jack 11, the 
queen 12, the king 13, Billiken 14, Manx 15, 
and there are, of course, the ordinary cards 
ranging from 2 to 10. 

The object of the game is to score by 
honors and by making multiples of five. 
Each player is dealt five cards, and as each 
plays a card in turn the numerical total in- 
creases according to the values of the cards. 

Whenever “Manx” is played the figures 
revert to zero. The player who first scores 
200 points wins. At the end of each hand 
the multiples made by each player, as well 
as the honors held by each, are counted and 
a fresh hand is dealt. 

There are no trumps in Manx ordinary. 

Scoring is done on a sheet of paper with a 
line drawn across the middle. 

As in bridge, what is made in play is 
scored below the line. What is made in the 
hand, above. When a game of 200 is called 
the scores both below and above the line are 


added. 

Every multiple of five soores 1. 

A pair scores 1. 

Two pairs score . 

Three of a kind scare 5.

LONDON, Nov. 9.—The lull which the tre- 
mendous pace of war operations created in 
internationa! Cigliomacy has been broken 
since it became evident that Bulgaria might 
attempt to hold Constantinople for itself in 
perpetuity and since Servia revealed an am- 
bition to take entire possession of Albania 
and the ports on the Adriatic. 

Thus during the last week the possibility 
of international complications has become 
serious, Austria being especially restive, and 


there were communications, in the shape of 


semi-official articles and interviews from 
the Austrians and Servians which sounded 
like open defiance to each other. 

The quarrel between Servia and Austria 
might well drag in many other states, and 
for the first time the statesmen of all coun- 
tries are beginning te seriously apprehend an 
extension of the war. 


All Favor Balkan Allies. 

The public opinion of the whole of Europe 
ts so strongly flowing in favor of the Balkan 
states, and there is such univerga! satisfac- 
tion over the overthrow of Turkish rule, that 
no state can well afford to act without reason 
or even generosity to the gallant states. 

This will make it still fairly certain that 
Servia, by giving full commercial rights te 
Austrias, will appease the Austrian suscepti- 
bilities. Bulgaria, on the other side, alse 
shows-a conciliatory spirit by the practical 
admission that it cannot hold Constantinople 
except temporarily and on commission from 
all of the great powers. 

Publie opinion in England will offer some 
hesitation owing to the old sympathy with 
Turkey, which now has veered round te 
practical unanimity in favor of the Balkan 


states. . 
Approve of Grey's Stand. 

Sir Edward Grey's announcement of his de- 
termination not to interfere with the Balkan 
‘states wae received with almost universal 
cheering in the house of commons and with- 
out one whisper of hostilities to the foreign 
minister in any journal, Tory or Léberal. 

The Englishmen also are anxious to see the 
Uberatlon of all the Greek islands, including 
thoge conquered by Italy. 

Finally grave apprehensions still disturb 
everybody that there will be massacres in 
Constantinople and there are even graver 
apprehensions as to the Armenians and the 
other Christian communities in Turkey's 
Asiatic dominions. 

Already an Armenian committee has dees 
formed in London and the press claims for 
the Armenians a share in the general Chrige 
tian liberation. 


Little Interest in Elections. 

The presidential election in America en- 
cited comparatively little notice in the Enge 
lish press owing to the immense pressure of 
the war news and the home rule debates of 
their space. The main point discussed wae 
whether the triumph of Wilson means 6 
triumph for free trade or the continued ad- 
hesion to protection in moderate form and 
the Liberal free trade and Tory protection- 
ist journals hammer away on this theme. 
But even that topic sank after a few days 
into insignificance owing to the adsorption of 
England in her foreign affaires and her ows 
internal struggle. 

The home rule measure marches on in this 
as in the preceding weeks with the same 
steady, unbroken and even accelerated pace, 
Every home ruler was astounded by the um 
precedented smoothness of the course of 
this home rule measure when compared with 
all of its predecessors. 


One Peril Point Passed. 

The question of whether Ireland should 
have any representation in the imperial pare 
nament after home rule, which largely helped 
to wreck Gladstone’s two home rule bile, 
passed this time ina single night and without 
any discussion that ever arose to excitement. 

Every awkward and narrow corner which 
had presented impossible difficulties to pre 
vious bills now is turned with perfect ease 
and with overwhelming majorities, which, 
instead of diminishing, see an increase every 
week. 

Woman suffrage, proportional representa- 
tion and Irish representation in the imperial 
parliament all have gone into the bill with- 
out serious effort and without dropping the 
vote of more than four or five members 6 
either the Libera! or Labor party. 


Customs Still Menace. 

The partial control by the Irish parliament 
of the customs 1s the last corner to be turned, 
and up to the present it has proved the most 
difficult of all The Liberal free traders sus- 
pect some attack on the free trade prinel- 
ples and theoretic federals who want home 
rule all round detect some obstacle to 6 
symmetrical settlement on federal lines, o. 
ing to the extension as to customs to Ireland 
of provisions which would be impossible in 
the cases of Scotland and Wales. 

This group of dissentients claimed at one 
moment to have no fewer than seventy 
Liberals, but further discussion and fuge 
ther explanation of the provisions of the Dill 
removed to a great deal the discontent; and, 
anyhow, the spirit of loyal support to the 
government and enthusiastic support to home 
rule by the whole of the Liberal party will 
succeed finally in overcoming this last d 
culty, and the government counts on prac- 
tically the same huge majority as on all the 
previous clauses of the bill.

Hauptmann Is ‘Without Honor’ 


in the Town Where HeWas Born. 


By Delia 


. Germany is preparing to celebrate 
the fiftieth birthday anniversary of 
its great playwright, Gerard Haupt- 
mann, say the press reports. But 
this is an error. There is one excep- 

tion, and that is the town where * fam ous 
German Was vorn. 

‘rhe inhabitants of Ge II- 
lage in Silesia, where Hauptmann was born 
and spent his boyhood, will not join im the 
national celebration. At first the common 
council intended to present the town’s tal- 
ented son with a souvenir album, but the 
people arose in indignation at the sugges- 
tion. it was merely another case of not 
without honor save in his own country.” 

“ Herr Doctor Hauptmann.“ said one of 
the speakers at the indignation meeting, 
“may have become very great in the out- 
side world, but has he ever paid any atten- 
tion to the town where he was born? He 
has not. Did he ever seem pleased to hear 
about it, or to be approached on burning 
questions concerning the good of Obersalz- 
brunn? He did not. Why, then, should the 
men and women of Obersalzbrunn go out 
cf their way, then, to honor his fiftieth 
Fun 


Hauptmann may, 8 find solace tor 
his feelings over this slight in the Nobel 
prige for literature which it is rumored will 
be awarded him at the time of his birthday 
célebration. This prize, which ts awarded 
for the most excellent of idealistic work and 
which carries with it the sum of $40,000, has 
Been won in the past years by three Ger- 
rans, and Hauptmann will probably be the 
fourth. 


Those to whom this honor has been al- 


ready awarded are Sully-Prudhomme, 
Bjornsen, Mistral, Echegaray, Sienkiewicz, 
Carducci, Kipling, Eucken, Selma Lageriof, 
Paul Heyse, and Maurice Maeterlinck. 

It was Ha nn who had the courage 
to launch the naturalistic movement in Ger- 
many, and which brought him fame by the 
time he was 46 years of age. It was through 
his efforts that such men as To Gon- 
court, ipsen, Mjornson, Strindberg, Wede- 
kind, and others were given a hearing on 
the stages of Murope.

ROADWAY cannot judge a play; it 

cannot even array itself properly for 

‘first night attendance; it bas a 

jaded taste without a corresponding 

discrimination, and it has deteriorated 
so much in the last twenty-five years it can 
not longer brave an honest comparison with 
its own grandfathers. Furthermore, it has 
no class.“ 

I don’t know whether my experiment of 
inviting ‘‘ first night" audiences of aristoc- 
racy and intelligence will succeed or not. I 
see no reason why it should not—that is 
to say, there is no reason why it should 
not make a good Start. I am not doing all 
this for the sake of one audience. I want 
to get the intelligent people of New York 
into the habit of going to the theater. This 
is one way to get them started. At léast, 
that is my honest opinion. 

What needs changing in New York is the 
kind and character of our audiences, es- 
pecially those known in the vernacular as 
“regular first nighters.“ Every mahager 
has had the same experience as mine—he 
has sat at the first performance of his piece 
and seen these “ first nighters go into peals 
of mirth over the obvious, and let the deli- 
cately turned phrase or the brilliant, subtle 
situation go right over their heads. 

They simply don’t know anything about 
the values of plays oracting. The old seltzer 
bottle stuff pleases them to death. While 
that's going on they pay attention. Tho 
rest of the time.they spend gazing around 
the theater, asking where's so-and-so, or so- 
and-so, and wondering who's that new fel 
low over by so-and-so. Mind vou, I do no 
say that this is true of everybody who ever 
goes to a regular first night.“ I simply 
claim that this déscribes the man who prides 
himself on seeing the first performance of 
every play in New York. 

— 

And to cap the climax, these regulars 
not only have no intelligence, they have no 
„ elass““ You know what I mean—you look 
over any first night audience, and, omitting 
any consideration of their faces, how are they 
dressed? About one-third of them in even- 
ing clothes, perhaps, but no more. 

Now I am not saying that everybody who 
wants to see a play should wear evening 
clothes to the theater. But I do think that 
a man who makes it his boasted profes-

sion, to be a “first nighter and aspires 
to be known as such, should take the trou- 
bieto dress himself suitably. 

It I can have brains in my theater, I do 
not care what kind of clothes are under them. 
Let them dress how they please. They 
have earned the right to. It's the man who 
has no brains who ought at least to make 
himself agreeable to look at. 

I want to get away from all that a New 
York “ first night stands for. 

I want to rid my theaters of the men who 
are swayed by personal prejudices and per- 
sonal animosities. The people you find now 
at first performances have been at the game 
for a long, long time. They know the per- 
sonalities of the actors, and of the managers. 
You can hardly find one of them who isn’t 
On speaking terms with the manager, the 
star, or the author of whatever play they 
are seeing. They like this man, they dislike 
the other, and by that feeling is their judg- 
ment made. They never pay the faintest 
attention to the values of the play, or the 
subtelties of the acting. 
* ö oo 

When a man has been producing plays as 
long as I have, his opinion ought to be worth 
something, even if the something isn't 
much. And when I undertake to produce a 
play that I consider is full ot, substance, 
with values appreciable only by intelligent 
people, I ought to be able to find enough dis- 
criminating men and women to make it a 

success. 

Well, when I realized that The New Sin 
was that kind of a play, I began to wonder 
what would be the verdict on it. And I 
suddenly realized that that piece of werk 
would have to stand or fall by the pronounce- 
ment of à lot ot inflated, self-constituted 
critics who knew nothing at all about plays 
or aeting. I saw myself in the position of a 
man who was taking a high class product 
to a low class market. 

Every one of us gets to the point where 
he realizes that there is more to life than 
running up a bank roll, and then he begins 
to play ln the big game.” He does things 
that even threaten the bank roll. I have 
taken some risks in this move of mine. I 
have alienated people, and hurt some of my 
friends, and laid myself open to criticism. 
Those are all the penalties of the big game, 
but—it interests me.

STORY OF THE ‘MERKLE’ GAME 
Sanborn Reéalls Contest Which 
Decided 1908 Pennant. 


NERVE SHOWN. BY O’DAY. 


Umpire Sticks te His Post and Gives 
Decision Costly te Giants. 


BY I. E. SANBORN. 

How Fred Merkle, then one ot the New 
York Giants’ recruits, saved Chicago's Cubs 
from otherwise certain defeat in the National 
league pennant race of 1908 will be remem- 
bered for the rest of their lives by all who 
saw the most costly bonehead play yet per- 
petrated in baseball. 

It cost New York the league champioa- 
ship, cost the owners of the Gotham club 
Around $50,000, and cost the individual play- 
ere of the team between $3,000 and 64.000 
apiece. Eivérybody thought it would cost 
| Merkle his job and his career, but it didn’t. 

The Giant manager simply figured it out that 
Merkle never would do it again. 

Wherever baseball is spoken one hears 
frequent references today to that famous 
play, and until some one beats it the name of 
Merkle will be used to indicate the apotheo- 
sis of ivory. Even the Snodgrass muff, 
which cost the Giants a world's pennant and 
$1,500 apiece this year, will not eclipse Mer- 
kie’s failure to touch second. Snodgrass 
ended a sensational world’s series, but Mer- 
kle began a train of events which were 
almost epoch making and raised a wrangle 
that could be heard around the world. 


What Really Happened. 

Everybody knows Merkle falled to touch 
second base on that memorable Sept. 238. 
1908, but we have found a surprising vague- 
ness in the minds of baseball's fans regard- 
ing the whys and wherefores of that act. 
Nearly every explanation that could be im- 
agined has been used as the reason why 


Merkle robbed Bridweil of a base-hit and 


McCormick of the tally that would have 


won a ball game and eventually a league 


pennant. * 

Merkle has been accused of running out of 
line before the winning run séored; of turn- 
ing to the right after passing first base on 
his own hit, which, the fan said. made it 


eleven at Lincoln park, 4 goals to 1. the speed 


necessary for him to advance to second im- 
mediately to avoid being put out, and of 
several other impossible baseball crimes of 
which he was innocent. 

Here is what did happen and why: Cubs 
and Giants went into the last half of the 
ninth inning (New York’s half) with the 
score knotted at 1 to 1. Seymour went out 
on @ grounder via Evers. Devlin hit to cen- 
ter for a single. McCormick Bounded one 
to Evers, forcing Devlin at second, then 
Merkle singled into right so far that Mo- 
Cormick went to third on it. That set the 
stage for the play with Giants on third and 
first, two out, and one run needed to termi- 
nate the game in New York's favor. 

Fatal Error by Merkle. 

Bridwell whaled the first ball pitched to 
him safely into center and ran to first base, 
while McCormick crossed the pan with what 
ought to have been the winning run, but 
wasn’t Merkle was the answer. This 
young man, who was subbing for Fred Ten- 
ney on first that day, started toward second 
on Bridwell's hit, but, when half way there. 
ducked his head and ran for the clubhouse 
back of right field to beat the crowd, which 
already was swarming on the arena in the 
belief the game was over. 

But the Cubs and at least one of the um- 
pires, Hank O'Day, knew that game was not 
over until Merkle touched second base. Only 
three weeks before this identical situation 
had arisen in Pittsburgh. Warren Gill, an- 
other recruit from the bushes like Merkle, 
forgot to touch second under exactly the 
same circumstances. But on that day the 
umpire was hurrying under tne grandstand 
and did not see the play, which Johnny Evers 
made. The Cubs protested, but there was 
no way to establish by nonpartisan testimony 
that Gill did not touch second, so nothing 
but talk came of it at the time. 


O’Day Anticipates Mistake. 

On the 28d day of September at the Polo 
grounds, when O Dax saw this opportunity 
for the same play to.be pulled, he remem- 
bered the protest ana the things the Cubs had 
said because he did not stay to see the finish 
of a game. Go he waited to see whether or 
not Merkle touched second, although it really 
was Bob Emsiie’s business to see to that. 
But Bob had not been among those present 
at Pittsburgh, and he was on the way to the 
shower bath when the play came off in New 
York, just as Hank O'Day bad been in Pitts 


burgh. 
When Merkle started for the clubhouse 


Bridwell Ait that ball over second base, Evers 
had sone back, knecked it down and—with- 
out a possibile chance to retire Bridwell at 
Orst—had managed to toss the ball to Tinker 
before Merkle could touch second. 

Chaos reigned for a while and it was not 
until the matter reached the National ieague’s 
board of directors that a definite decision was 
made. The board finally declared the game 
a draw at 1 to 1, produced a tie between Cubs 
ant Glants for the league pennant and or- 
Gered the Cubs to go to New York and play 
it off, producing ancther historical battle. 

Joe Tinker a Hero. 

Jack Pflester and Christy Mathewson were 

ths opposing slabmen in the Merkle game and 
the Giant had all the better of the argu- 
ment. He struck out nine Cubs and allowed 
only five scattered hits. To Joe Tinker, who 
had seventeen chances in the field that day. 
must be given credit for making the famous 
Play possible at the finish. Without Joe's 
home run in the fifth inning Chicago never 
would have scored at all off Big Six. With 
ons down in that fifth Tinker hit a low rakish 
liner to right. It shot past Donlin on the 
ground and before the Giant captain could 
Overtake the ball and return it Joe was 
over. the plate with time to spare. That was 
the first run of the game.

The get of George Wilkes achieved more 
at the pace than at the trot, George Gano and 
Branham Baughman being present Cay ex- 
amples of his quality as a sire of pacers. 
George Wilkes himself, although known 
only as the founder of a great family of trot- 
ters, was double gaited, and like most nags of 
that sort, could go faster on the pace than 
the. trot. 1 


Present Queen Well Bred. 

The mating of a mare bred like Valentine 
Dillard, with her speed at the pace, to such 
a wonderful race horse pacer as Searchlight 
peoved himself to be, naturally resiitted in 
the production of a pacer of early and ex- 
treme speed. As the second dam of Valen- 
time Dillard ‘was by the Michigan trotting 
sire Masterlode, which was by Ryedyk's 
Hambletonlan and from a member of the 
American Star famih, noted for its brood- 
mares, the combination of blood lines is an 
exceedingly strong one. 

Previous to the birth of Present Queen, 
whose work as a yearling brought Valen- 
tine Dillard and her dam Arliene into promi- 
nence, the last named had made something of

When Valentine Dillard was bred to 
Searchlight she was owned by Mr. C. B. Shaf- 
fer, then a resident of Pittsburgh but now 
@ Chicagoan, and it was at the suggestion 
ef Mr. Hughes, a practical horseman, the 
cheice of Searchlight was made. The stallion 
was liked by Mr. Shaffer, not only on account 
ol his speed and race horse qualities, but 
also because he descends in the male line 
from Alcyone, generally considered the best 
non of George Wilkes.

Frederick Weyerhaeuser of St. Paul, ‘Minn. me 
though comparatively little Known, is prob- 
ably the richest man in the world, not bar- 
ring John D. Kockefeller, who has been gen- 
erally credited with that distinction. Weyer- 
haueser ie a man of extremely moderate 
tastes, and thus credence can be placed in 
the olaim that he hase more money tian 4 
million men of the same tastes and desires 
could spend In a hundred years. 

It is worthy of note that the richest man in 
the worid started with no capital. Me was 
born in 184 in southern Germany, and came 
to this country in 1862, accompanied by his 
mother and sister. They went directly te 
Rock Island, III., where Weyerhaeuser found 
employment in a sawmill. in six months he 
was the manager of the plant. When the 
owners wanted to sell they accepted the 
notes of the young German, together with 
those of the man who later became Weyer+ 
haeuser’s brother-in-law, F. C. A. Venok- 


haeuser expiored the timber lands of Wis- 


consin, and there he saw his future. Ia a | 


few years Weyerhacuser and Venckman had 
gaved enough money to buy a large tract of 
land for a song. ‘They bought more land, 
buut additional sawmills, and a few years 
later found themselves on the high road to 
rortune. 

In 1872 Weyerhaeuser wae elected presi- 
dent of the Mississippi River Boom anu Los- 
ging company, which has remained the gov- 
erning body of all his known transactions. 
Then Weyerhaeuser made up his mind that 
one partner was not enough, so he began 
forming secret partnerships now believed to 
total 1,000. His central company bought all 
the booms on the river, contracted to do all 
the logging and driving, and began to ap- 
portion out logs to Various mills along the 
banks and to fix the price of the logs each 


season.

Acquired Thousands of Acres. 

Then came the master stroke, eince de- 
clared to have been the duping of the United 
States government by the Northern Pacific 
railroad, of which Weyerhacuser was the 
lumber agent. During the closing session 
of congress in 1897 an apparently innocent 
measure was paseed with ease. This meas- 
ure provided that any settler or owner of s 
tract of land covered by an unperfected claim 
or by a patent might relinquish the tract 
without cost to himself and select in its 
stead any tract of vacant land of equal area 
open te settlement, 

The moment this bill was enacted the 


Northern Pacific rallroad began exchanging 
a minton and a halt acres of land granted x 


and running along its right of way for rich 
timber lands in Washington and Oregon. 
Congress repealed the act in 1904, but it wae 
‘too late. 

The Northern Pacific rafiroad and other 
companies and railroads which had taken ad- 
vantage of the act, in turn sold out their hold- 
ings to the Weyerhaeuser syndicate, at what 
was said to be an average price of an acre.

Carnegie Has 780. 000. 000. 


Andrew Carnegie, the third richest man in 
the world, was born in Dumfertine, Scotia nd, 
and, coming to this country at the age of 12 
years, worked as a bobbin boy in a cotton 
mili at Allegheny Pu., for 66 cents a week. 
From this inferior position he gra@uated to 
that of engine tender and Was put in charge 
of a smal steam engine used for running the 
milk. But he was not satisfied with this work 
and at the age of 14 years gave it up to de- 
come a messenger boy in the employ of the 
Ohio Telegraph sempany in nee. Her 


pay was $1.25 a week.

vania railroad company, in casting about for 
a new operator, wae referred to Carnegie, 
who was subsequently engaged at a salary 
of $35 a month. He made a good impression 
on the superintenoent, Col. Thomas A. Scott, 
who later made him his secretary. When 
Scott became vice president of the road Car- 
negie was made superintendent of the Pitts- 
burgh division. 

About that time the Pennsylvania railroad 
decided to supersede the wooden railway 
bridges with bridges of tron construction. 
The firet bridge to be changed was at Pitts 
burgh and under Carnegie’s control. Car- 
negie saw in the fron business a great oppor- 
tunity, and especially in the use of iron for 
bridges. He saw the approach of the day 
when all rafiroads would discard the old 
wooden structures. Bo he resolved to iden- 
tify himself with that transformation. 

He propesed to undertake the iron bridge 
work for his railroad, and the result was the

Cruelty Often Embitters. 


There is no greater proof of the naturally 
splendid power in a man’s own soul than the 
fact that sometimes, out of neglect and even 
hostility in the home of bis birth, he yet 


raises himself to a successful place in the 


world. Yet the cruelty: of his bringing up 
as he comes to years of discretion often em- 
bitters a successful man and makes ‘him a 


far less effective member of society than he

Not being able to see results in 
black and white, they cannot see the rag 
that their body or soul has become, or at 
any rate they refuse to recognize the unnec-

they started out with.

Because my men are the insurance tom- 
pany; the shareholders and directors are 
regarded chiefly as investors. We never hire 
a man here; we ask him to ‘come with us’ 
and the wording has a different ring.

Dry Farming in Wyoming. 

PW ORLEANS, La.—[Back to the 

Land Bureau.]—I would thank you 

very much if you would favor me with 

some information on the Wind river 

country in western Wyoming. Where 
is the government land officer located who 
has charge of this section? Is there any 


government land available for homesteads? . 


If not at what price can land. be bought? 
What is the climate of the land? Ig it too 
arid and does it contain fertile valleys? 
H. H. 

The Wind river country is in Fremont 
county, which has an area of about 12.500 
square miles. The part known as the Wind 
river country consists of several hundred

thousand acres of land taken from the no- 


shone Indian reservation im 1906: This land 
touches the Northwestern railroad about 
forty miles east of Lander extending north 
and west between the Wind river ahd thé Big 
Horn river. 

Much of the land can be irrigated and 
will, some time, constitute one of the largest 
irrigated districts in the country. Until irri- 
gation is completed, however, the land must 
de used toceraping ee pultivates by dry farm- 

Homestead land in the section which is 
to be irrigated may be taken up, subject to 
the payment of $30 per acre, on ten years 
time, for the water rights. In other parts of 
the country 320 acre er err may be 
taken up. 

The land office 30 “thie district ie at 
Lander, the jorminuy of the Northwestern 
railroad.

5,000,000 Acres for Homesteads. 

There are 5,000,000 acres open to the home- 
stead entry in the Lander district. 

The mean annual temperature is 42 degrees 
and the rainfall from twelve to fifteen inches. 
To get-crops- under these circumstances, in 
the absence of irrigation, it is necessary to 
use dry farming methods. There are various 
ways of conducting dry farming, but that 
which has been found most efficientin Wyo- 
ming is what is known as the summer fallow- 
ing plan. Under this system the moisture is 
tonseryed by careful tillage of land for two 
years for the raising of one crop. 

The farmer simply divides his landinto two 
portions, on one half raising crops, the other 
half being summer fallowed. By this method, 
which is easily understood and carried out, 
the farmer has a iong season instead of a 


short one and drives his work instead of 


being driven by it.. Crops ate produced by 
this method when the seasons are dryer than 
usual and one big crop is raised with one 
plowing, one seeding, several cultivations, 
practically two years’ moisture, and one ven 
vesting. 

The plowiag must be deep. The plan rec- 
ommended is to plow old ground eight or nine 
inches deep. It is alwaye better to plow in 
the fall where possible in order that the 
ground may absorb. the winter’s moisture, the 
sod become decomposed, and the soil suffi- 
ciently compacted to form a good seed bed 
for spring planting. .

which the winds blow. The object in doing 
this js to prevent the land from drifting, to 
held the now which falls on the plowed 
ground or winter grain, and to prevent the 
particles of soll or snow from injuring the 


young grain in the drill furrows by the wind. 


Winter grain should be sown early. Spring 
grain should be sown as early in the spring 
as the ground can be put in good condition 
and danger of hard freezing is past. The 
earlier the grain is sown the greater is its 
chance of stooling. Another thing of vital 
importance is to see that the seeds are plant- 
ed properly. 

The experience of the most intelligent and 
up to date farmers shows that by sowing 
thirty or forty pounds of wheat per acre in 
the fall better results will be obtained than 
with more. 

The press drill is one of the most essential 


implements for the dry farmer. It puts the 


Stain in proper shape and to the right depth, 
pressing the soil around the seed, which in- 
sures moisture to cause it to germinate, mak- 
ing a gain of a week or ten days. The man 
‘who sows alfalfa broadcast generally puts in 
twenty to forty pounds of seed per acre, 
when if he uses a press drill ten to twelve 
pounds of seed will be sufficient. 
The soil mulch is a most important factor. 
It is dy soll mulch that the moisture is éon- 
served. The summer fallow ground should 
‘be in a granular form of small lumps, but 
‘care should be taken not to get it too fine. 
o object ot quitiva the summer fal- 
lawed soll ig to prevent the formation of a 
crust, tq allow the proper action of the sun 
and air, to break up the capillaries and pre- 
vent the moisture rising to the surface and 
evaporating, and to intercept the growth of 
weeds. 
Alfalfa and grass meadows in all cases 
should be thoroughly dieked. Because al- 
falfa permanently occupies the lahd, disking 
and harrowing is the only method by which 


the soi] moisture can be properly saved. Po- 


tatoes, corn, end other rowed crops should 
be harrowed up to the time they get too 
large, and after that Shallow level culture 
ehould be followed.

First of &M you must decide wisely on the 


breed you wish to keep. There are many . 


good breeds of poultry, and most every 
standard variety has its many friends, who 
are always ready to tell of the superior merits 
of their respective favorites. The beginner, 
if he has spent any time at all reading up on 


the subject, has no doubt had his thoughts — 


filed with many convincing arguments as 
to the best breeds, etc. In fact, the opinions 
expressed are so varied and cover so many 
breeds that tre is bound to be puzzled just 
what ety he should choose. 

There is only od to decide this most im- 
portant question, and that one is the beginner 
himself. Select the variety which you most 
admire, providing, of course, such variety 
meets the requirements nevessary for the 
particular branch of the business you wish 
to follow. For instance, if you only want 
eggs and. many of them, select one of the 
lighter breeds, such as Leghorfis, Minorcas, 
Spanish, Campines, Hamburgs, Arnconas, 
Polish, etc.; if only meat, select the heavy 
breeds, such as Brahmas, Cochins, Lang- 
mans, etc.; if both eggs and meat your choice 
should fall on the medium breeds; whieh In- 
clude the American varieties, sich as Piym- 

outh , Wyandottes, Rhode Islan Reds,’ 
ete., or some of the foreign breeds, such as 
the Orpingtons, Dorkina, Faverolles, Hou- 
dans, eta By making your selections ac- 
cording to the foregoing classifications, and 
choosing therefrom the breed which strikes 
your fancy the most, you cannot go far 
wrong. a

When 
writing such a breeder tell him that you are 
a beginner and give him an idea, if poreible, 
just about how much you wish to invest in 
breeding stock. If the breeder te honest he 
wil! take an interest in you because you 
are a beginner and nine chances out of every 
ten he will give you a fair quotation and 
give you full value for every dollar invested 
with him. Of course, there are some who 
will, if they get a chance, fleece a beginner, 
but that Kind of breeders are few and far 
between. Poultry raisers who treat their 
customers dishonestly are soon found out, 
wirn the result that their advertisements will 
not be aceepted by the better clase of papers. 


* 
Pay Attention to Fancy Side. 
Even if you are only keeping poultry for 


the eggs and meat it le advisable to pay some . 


attention to the fancy side of the business. 
It creates more interest in the work, and at 
the same time makes it possible for you to 
get a much better price for the surplus cock - 
erels, the eggs. and the baby chicka, whitch | 
are sold to others interested. If you only keep 
a small Hock with the sole object in view 
of supplying the poultry producte for the 
home table, by paying geome attention to the 
fancy end of it you can, wichout doubt, sel] 
enough surplus fowls and eggs for hatching 
to pay all the running expenses of the small 
plant, and still have a surplus besides. Many 
backyardere ere following this plan and do- 
ing nicely. . 

If the fancy side is to have any. attention 
at all you should pay a little better price for 
your foundation ‘stock. study the standard 
requirements of that particular breed, and 
make your yearly selections from the young 
stock a@ecording to points of the American 
standard of perfection, and not use your 
Personal hobby on a certain point as just 


a hundred chances to one you will never 


make such a flock profitable. You may pos- 
sibly in this way get pure bred stock of the 
variety you want, but only get the worst 
ulla, stunted, barren, or disqualified speci- 
mens of that breed. You cannot expect any- 
ng else as those shipped to the merchant 
ote! hae pkgs ana fit for only one 


ordinary methods, but the sol) should not be 
neklected at thietime. Where rainfall comes 
during the summer disking the stubble after 
harvesting grain is important. After har- 
vesting potatoes or sugar beets the drag har- 
row should be used to break up the lumps 
and reéstablish the soil mulch. Barley or 
other grains that can be used for feed with- 
out thrashing should be harvested when in 
the stiff dough to avoid shaking out the crop 
which comes up the next spring as a vol- 
unteer crop.

Winter Rye Most Successful. 

Those crops which are grown in rows and 
only occupy a part of the ground like po- 
tatoes and corn, will, where the season is. 
long enough, mature with the least use of 
mpisture. Among small grains the drouth 
resistant sorts are important. Macaroni! or 
durum wheat is oneo f the best. Polish 
wheat and spelt are drought resistant and 
good for stock feed. Barley, either the field 
or hulless, or the beardless brewing bariey, 
for feed, is a short season crop which will 
mature with a minimum amount of m&isture. 
Oates do well in all parts of Wyoming. Al- 
falfa will succeed, but it is important to get 
seed which 16 ralsed in the north, where the 
seasons are short. Brome grass is one of the 
best drouth resistant crops for pasture pur- 
poses, Dut it quickly gets sodbound and it 
must be harrowed or dieced to keep it pro- 
ducing well. White sweet clover is being 
tested by the experiment station and de- 
veloped by plant breeders 0 that it Will be- 
come a valuable crop, French clover or 
sainfoin is a hardy drouth resistant clover 
at high altitudes. The winter grains are 
eapecially favorable for dry farming, be- 
cause the summer fallow methods properly 
prepare the ground for such seed and the 
spring rains are sufficient to mature the crop.

Poultry Editor Tribune: I have been feed- 
ing a moist mash to my chickens, but want 
to change to the dry hopper feeding. I have 
hoppers in front of them now, but they don’t 
seem to care much for it, although the dry 
mixture is one of the best balanced rations 
on the market. Would you advise reducing 
their feed [grain] to such an extent as to 
actually starve them foraday? Would that 
force them into eating the dry mash? Hens 
are not laying much, so change of food can’t 
do much harm, if any. F. W. Z., City. 

Answer: Fowls will not eat a dry mash as 
readily as a wet mixture, hence it can be 
placed before them all the time. If you will 
scatter your grain feed in deep litter, Teed 
them lesa, so that they will keep hungry, you 
will find that they will. take to the dry mash. 
I do not think it necessary to cut out the 
grain entirely for a day. The chances are 
you are feeding too heavy on grain feeds. 

Poultry Editor Tribune: Will you please 
advise me what is the best way to stop hens 
from molting? My hens have been molting 
for nearly two months and do not lay. When 
the hens begin to molt late I understand they 
will lay late. Is this true? 

What color should the feet be of a Buf 
Orpington, pink or yellow?

An 
Acme harrow is a valuable Instrument for 
maintaining soll mulch. The farmer will 
also need one or two good cultivators anda 
press drill. The latter is one of the essen- 
tials. It may be either of the shoe or disc 
type. The disc drill has some advantages 
where there is much stubble or refuse, but on 
well prepared summer fallow ground the 
shoe drill, with press wheels following to 
firmly pack the seed, probably does the best 
work. It does not require any new or com- 
plicated or expensive machinery to do suc- 
cessful dry farming under the best methods. 

The best paying dry farms are those in 
which a system of cropping and feeding stock 
is combined. When the crops are fed to 
stock at the farm there is practically no loss 
of fertility.

Vermilion parish has an average elevation 


ot only about fifteen feet above sea level. 
and much of the area consists of wet lands 


which must be drained before they will be of 
North of the coast 
marshes are prairie lands devoted largely 
te the production of rice and sweet potatoes; 
corn, sugar, oats, hay, and truck are also 
raised. Fruits, including sateuma oranges, 
are grown, but are hot produced in large 
quantities ap yet. 

Lands are worth from $75 to 3150 per acre 
for reclaimed ands, and from $2 to $15 per 
acre for the wet lands. Prairie lands are 
valued at from $15 to $30 per acre. 

The climate of the district is semi-tropical. 
Summers are long and hot, but tempered by 
the gulf breezes. Freezing tempratures are 
never long continued, The mean temperature 
varies from 51 degrées in January to 81 de- 
grees in July. 

Precipitation averages about fifty-four 
inches a year, and is so distributed as to be 
especially favorable to the production of rice. 
The monthe of the heaviest rainfall are June, 
July, and August, when water ig required by 
the growing crop, while the months of Sep- 
tember and Octobder, in which the crop must 
be harvested and threshed, are comparatively 
cry.

District Declared Healthful. 

As to the healthfulness of the district a 
government report states: The healthful- 
ness of this section has been thoroughly es- 
tablished. Although large numbers of the 
immigrants te the rice belt have come from 
northern latitudes they have had no difficulty 
in becoming accustomed to the climate. The 
standing water on the rice flelds has not been 
observed to have any detrimental effect upon 
the health of the community.“ 

This district wae originally set tied in about 
1766 by the Acadian French, expelled from 
Canada. There was little change in the agri- 
cultural conditions during the following cen- 
tury, but after the civil wer the raising of 
rice by irrigation was begun, and in 1886 and 
1887 there was a phenomenal rush of settlers 
from all parte of the country attracted by 
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$50 to $1600

the profite of rice growing. Most of them 
were from Uihote, Iowa, and Michigan. 
The te raised on the prairie lands 


which hed been considered worthless by the 


Acadians, At first pumping systems were 
installed, but the irrigation is now done ¥y 
canals. Canal companies usually charge a 
rent of one-fifth of the crop for the use of 
the water, or two sacks of rough rice per 
acre at the time of thrashing. 

The rice land is broken in the earty spring 
by gang plows drawn by four mules. Shal- 
low plowing is commoniy practiced, because 
it is difficult to pulverize the clods after deep 
breaking, and at harvest time the heavy ma- 
chines will sink down as deep as the ground 
has been broken, unless the land ie very dry. 
The broken land, after a few weeks, is pulver- 
ized by the disk or spring tooth harrow, for- 
lowed by the smoothing harrow until ft is 
ready for the reception of the seed. The 
drill is now generally used in sowing the seed, 
Planting takes place from the latter part of 
April to the first of June.

Irrigation Lasts Ninety Days. 
When the young plants are several inches 


high water is turned on the field and kept 


continuously at an average depth of about 
three inches. The season of irrigation usu- 
ally laste about ninety days. When the 
kernel is in the dough state the water is 
drained from the field as rapidly as ible, 
that the ground may become solid enough to 
bear the weight of the harvesting machines. 
The application of the wheat harvester with 
some slight modifications to the work of 
harvesting rice marked a new era in the in- 
dustry and the primitive sickle has been en- 
tirely displaced throughout the pfairie re- 
gion. 

The grain ie removed from the straw in 
the field by the ordinary steam power sep- 
arator. The power is supplied by a sixtéen or 
eighteen horse power engine. Thrashing 
costs the farmer about 10 cents a sack Where 
he supplies the hands. From fifteen to 
twenty hands are required to run a thrasher 
to its full capacity where the grain must be 
hauled to the machine. 

The rough rice is put into sacks of an 
average weight of 162 pounds each and 
hauled to the mill. The “ rought rice” or 
„paddy is the grain proper inclosed by a 
closely fitting cuticle and a rough outer 
husk. The object of milling is twofold—to 
remove the husk ang cuticle with as little 
breakage of the grain as possible and to bring 
the surface of the grain to a high state of 
polish, that it may meet the demands of the 
market. The clean rice is then graded and 
marketed in sacks br packets of 100 pounds 
each.”’

Forced Out by Immigrants. 


A woman of 40 who with her four children 
was going to Texas, left a Massachusetts 
mill town, she said, because her husband 
could get no job there, owing to industrial 
readjustments. 

There are about half a dozen mills in the 
town where we lived,” the woman explained. 
“My husband was working in those mills 
ever since he was a boy. He was earning 
a pretty f wage up to about four years 
ago. Then there came an influx of immi- 
grants. Today the immigrants are not onl¥ 
in the majority but compose more than 00 
per cent of workers in the mills. Toward 
these immigrant workers the superintend- 
ents, the foreman, ‘and, in the last analysis, 
the employers, have adopted an attitude 
which is different from the attitude they 
held toward their employés when these were 
American. 

My husband is an American. He was in 
the mills when things were different. When 
A ‘new foreman began to treat him in the 
same manner in which he treated the im- 
migrant laborers—which was to them 
Uke beasts—my husband protested. e re- 
oar: Was that he had to look for another 

He tried the other mills in town and 
worked jn each of them from sight months 
to a year. He could not last in any of the 
milis. The mills in our town are now run 
after a pattern which was designed especia)- 
iy for foreign workers. The American work- 
er is not wanted there. He is not told so, 
but the foreman wil] nevertheless hire a 
foreigner wherever possible. With a for- 
eigner he is unceremonious. With an Amer- 
ican worker he has to keep himself in gen- 
tlemanly limits. 

The only thing left for my husband and 
myself was to go down the scale, as it were, 
to drop some of our sensitiveness and take 
a curse and an oath from the foreman just 
as the immigrant takes it. Thats not easy 
to do. The immigrant when he comes to 
this country most often begins to learn the 
English language by learning the swear 
words first. He does not feel so humiliated 
when shouted and sworn at as the American 
does, because he does not understand the 
insult which is thrown at him, or because 
he thinks that things have to be that way 
in this country.

Addison L. Langdon, gray haired and 

60, says he has for weeke sought work in 

Chicago, but without success. He has almost 

given up hope of finding employment in the 

city where he was born and where his fam- 
ily was once prominent. 

It isn't so much a matter of salary,“ he 
said.e “I want a job and I do not care how 
long the hours or how hard the work, I 
merely want a chance to work and earn my 
daily bread. I know I can accomplish a 
great deal if I can only find the epportunity. 
The only trouble is that I haven't been able 
to make others gee it that way. 

“It seems strange to me that fifty men 
in ‘Chicago have offered to guarantee one 
year’s work for a convict, which is the con- 
dition under which this man receives a pa- 
role, when another man who has always 
been a law abiding citigen, free from crime 
or dissipation, can find no work. I do not 
object to pardoning a repentant prisoner, nor 
do I favor pursuing such a man after he is 
out of jail, but I do object to the prefer- 
ence shown a criminal to the exclusion of 
honest, law abiding people. 

“ Although most of my business training’ 
has been connected with the printing trade 
I feel that I am capable of doing almost any 
kind of work and I am willing to tackleany- 
thing that offers an opportunity to earn a 
living. It is pretty tough for a man who 
hes always been active to be shuffled off 
among the discards when he is yet strong 
mentally and physically.

“I was born in Chicago, on the northwest 
corner of Monroe and Wells streets (now 
Fifth avenue), in the early ‘SOs.

Hopeful as a Boy. 

As near as I can remember I worked in my 
brother's office about four years. About that 
time my father built a pretty home near the 
corner of Michigan avenue and Twenty-eixth 
street and I began attending the Mosely pub- 
lic school, but all the time I was in school 
I was scheming to get back to the printing 
office.

I was at that time about 
18 years old, and went with him to Quincy, 
where I stuck type’ on that paper for a 
year or more. Then I returned to Chicago 
and toqk a course of bookkeeping at a com- 
mercial college.

I continued at the 
bookkeeper's desk until I became city editor; 
then I was made maneger and continued in 
that capacity until my brother sold his news- 
pa to a Springfield syndicate. That was 
in .1872. A few months later I started a 
weekly newspaper of my own, the Saturday 
Review, and continued its publication until 
1904. 

During the period from 1860 to 1904, be- 
sides publishing and editing my newspaper, 
I dabbled in all sorts of things that would 
add to my annual income. I published city 
directories, was city coal oil inspector, a 
United States gauger, was the western cor- 
respondent of the New York:Clipper and 
Wilke’s Spirit of the Times; I dabbled in 
politics considerably, was secretary of the 
Adams county Republican committee fo 
twelve years, and one year was ite chairman. 
I took fliers in the ‘show game,’ was man- 
ager ot the Quincy Opera house, was leader 
instrel troupe, played a part in vaude- 
ville (they called it variety in those days), 
published books—myself the author—and did 
all sorts of work.

Condition of Station Agents. 
[Editor Worker’s Magazine. I—In the Worker’s 


„ Magazine there recently appeared some articles 


pertaining to the duties, etc., of railroad station 
agents. 
ten by persons who are familiar with the subject 
and are interesting to those employed in the station 
service. 

When the public may, now and then, give a 
thought to a station employé, and when their mind 
so wanders, the mental picture is that of a very 
poor excuse of humanity, garbed in an il! fitting 
suit of blue adorned with tarnished brass buttons 
and gilt braid and whose conduct in nowise thelies 
his appearance. 

In some respects the above may be somewhat 
ovedrawn and in others underdone, but in any 
event he is not considered a railroad man, in fact, 
he is not considered much of anything, which 
ig too often deserved. 

Since railroads have existed the stationmen have 
been considered a necessary evil that must be 
endured. Their pay has been very small, their 
hours long. There are no vacations with pay. 
Even in cases of sickness and death they must 
nurse their sick and bury their dead om their own 
time, even though they may have been faithful 
employés for twenty or thirty years. They rarely 
own their own homes as they are not paid enough 
to attempt such a venture. 

At first thought we might blame the officials of 
the railroads for these conditions, but when we 
consider that every one of the mishaps that may 
occur at a station must sooner or later be met and 
adjusted, if possible by the officials, it hardly 
seems probable that they would willingly pile up 
Additional troubles for themselves if it could pos- 
sibly be avoided. 

The great amount of anti-raliroad legislation 
of the last few years has had much to do with these 
tonditions. The railroads are great buyers of all 
kinds of material, and the purchasing agent must 
be a good one if he is able to buy any cheaper than

Stenographers vs. **Boarders.” 

Recently one of the largest railway offices in Chi- 
cago endeavored for over two weeks to get two 
young men stenographers at a salary of $75 «a 
month. This is not an unusual condition of affairs; 
in fact, the same conditions confront them very 
often. It seems to be almost impossible to get good 
young men sten phers who can be developed 
into something mofe than a mere machine, and 
they have adopted the plan of having their ‘office 
boys study stenography evenings, and a soon as 
they are far enough advanced give them the sten- 
ographic positions; but even that process while 
it has proven quite successful, does not always fill 
the bill, ab many times positions are open before 
the boys become proficient enough to accept them. 

If the vast army of young men in Chicago who 
are making $50 to $00 a month, a great many of 
whom are high school graduates, could be made to 
realize the scarcity of really good stenographers 
who are in consiant demand to fill positions from 
$75 a month upwards there would be a new era 
opened to them. High school graduates usually 
make the best stenographers, but there is nothing 
to keep an ambitious young man from becoming 
just as proficient if he wishes to better himself. 
For those who cannot afford to take an evening 
course in one of the many commercial schools 
there is the free public evening school, so that there 
is no excuse for not being able to learn stenography 
if he has the will. 

The writer saw his opportunity and took a course 
in an evening school, and from a position in a 
bank at $50. 4 month in less than six months was 
earning $75 a month, and he was by no means an 
expert. One of the largest typewriter employment 
agencies complained that men stenographers on 
their list whom they could recommend for §75 
positions ‘were very Umited. but thet they hed any 
number of boarders whom they would recom- 
mend for positions that did not call for any great 


month when with a very little study he could — 
come an and command higher wages. 

The first position the writer accepted was a tem- 
porary one, gnd that, too, when he was about two- 
thirds th with his course, and the balance was 

acquired by hard work and study. When the time 
came for the change he put one ad in The Chicago 
Sunday Tribune and received twelve answers. 
The position, however, proved to be tand 


the answers were never followed up, but simply 


go to show that the positions are ready and waiting 
for the ambitious young man who will make the

Things seemed to be moving satisfactorily 
when one morning I received a wire to go 
to Troy, N. Y., as the mother of my little 
daughter had been fatally burned at a hotel 
fire in that city. The 1 other lived six days, 
then died in the hospital where she had been 
taken. Up to that time I tered myself 
that I could see the beginning of the end of 
my misfortunes, but, as usual and always, I 
had made a wrong prediction. This was on 
the first day of January, 1911.

Always the Same Old Story. 

“There I was, a thousand miles from 
home, alone with my little daughter, to 
watch over, guide, care for, and Protect, with- 
out a dollar. That I did not then lose my 
mind is a marvel, but, always of a hopeful 
nature, I still hoped that I could manage in 
some way to get home. I finally did, but it 
took me two years to doit. All this time the 
hoodoo had its eye on me.

Gets No Pay for 33 Years’ Work; 
Woman Loses by False Saving 


FTER thirty-five years of labor as.a 

seamstress for the federal govern- 

ment, Mr. Kate Coombs of Wash- 

ington, D. C., finds that she will get 

no pay for thirty-three years of her 

work—and all through her own negligence, 
or rather false ideas of saving. 

Mrs. Coombs, who is almost 80 years of age. 
has been employed during her long service 
in the department of engraving and printing, 
to mend the sheets which cover the money 
making machines when they are not in use. 
Her salary during that time should have been 
$10 a month, or for the thirty-five years of 
her service $4,200. 

Every month she has drawn her pay vouch- 
er, but has never made any effort to cash 
them, carefully secreting them at her home 


‘instead. It was her intention to save them 


until she should retire from governmental . 


service and then cash all the vouchers to- 
gether. This saving was possible, as she has 
sources of income other than her salary. 
But with pay vouchers there is a “ statute 
of limitations” as well as in other things 
with which the government has to do. In 
this instance the statute reads that if gov- 
ernment pay vouchers are not cashed within 
two years after they are issued they become 
null and void.

want to express my views of the case 
of M. C. 8,,’ regarding baring» home on the 
installment plan. 

He pays $40 a month and no first payment. 
He had been paying $42.00 a month and not as 
fihe a home. When he paid $42.50 he was free 
to move when his lease was up or could sub- 
lease it and was free to adjust his rent to 
whatever befell. whether removal from city, 
loss of position, health, etc. His landlord 
may have paid the water tax, did pay about 
one month’s rent yearly for decorating, etc., 
did pay regular taxes, fire insurance, im- 
provements, keeping up the place in many 
ways, not to speak of special taxes, etc. 

“If he adds all the above to his $40 pay- 
ments what is the real rent he is paying? 
His reply would be: O, but lam buying the 
plate.’ I could write at great length on the 

thought that now comes up in one’s mind. 

‘Suppose he had taken a home with pay 
ments not only $42.50, less all the above men- 
tioned expenses, but less the ‘ unexpected 
expenses besides, he might hope to own his 

home in time. If he failed he could conto 
himself with thinking the sum total woul 
have been paid out in rent anyway. If he 


fared well he would be so mych ahead. The. 


trouble is people undertake more than they 
realize when paying for a home on monthly 
payments without any payment down. 
‘A first mortgage on a home at regular 
rate of interest should be a success if all went 
well, and if the price of the home was as 
above suggested. Even if things went wrong 
for a while, the interest, would be easy to 
handle, as first mortgages as a rule are only 
one-half of the real value of the property 
and moneyed people are anxious to loan their 
money on such security. Better save by liv- 
ing in less expensive rented homes with a big 
payment, say, $1,000 can be paid down at 
least. A second mortgage on a new home le 


easily arranged when the sale is made and 


is often paid off before the three or five years 
time to renew the first. Just count up—fig- 
ures don’t lie—how long it would take to pay 
tor a home at $40 a month, not counting the 
extras.

Tomato and Tapioca Soup. 

“I note that, like myself, you count no 
dinner perfect that is not prefaced by a 
poup. In my opinion the repast that con- 
tains meat, vegetables, and dessert with- 
out soup ig luncheon, not dinner. You 
doubt less have an endless chain’ of soup 
recipes. Yet there may be found room for 
one we enjoy in wintry weather that brings 
in ‘John and the boys’ cold as Christ- 
mas and savagely hungry. 
| “TOMATO AND TAPIOCA SOUP—A 
can of tomatoes, run through a sieve; a 
ten cent can of beef tea; half a cup of pearl 
taploca, soaked two hours in a little cold 
water; two teaspoonfuls of onion juice; a 
teaspoonful] of white sugar; a saltspoonfu] 
of salt; a teaspoonful of chopped sweet 
herbs, and paprika to taste. Put ingredients 
over the fire {leaving out the tapioca] to 
heat, and bring slowly to the boll. Keep 
this up fon five minutes and stir in the 
soaked tapioca. Simmer five minutes more 
and serve. Any good stock you happen to 
have may be substituted for the canned 
‘soup to flavor the above. 
| “ Or you may make a soup maigre of it 
by leaving out the stock, and heating a cup- 
ful of rich milk in a separate saucepan, 
and when tt simmers stirring mn a table- 
gpoontful of butter rubbed to a: paste with 
one of flour. Cook in the milk for a minute, 
stir in a scant saltspoonful of soda and add 
to the other ingredients already. cocking 
over the fire. The soup will foam up for 
an inetant, then take quietly to the ad- 
dition. 

“T have Catholic maids,.and try to frame 
my Friday meals so that they shall not 
go hungry. Hence we have often the 


tomato and tapioca soup witheut meat stock 


upon that day. 
Hut perhaps this may not appeal to you 
as advigable.

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Recipe for Tomato Butter. 


“ I saw in the exchange a while ago a re- 
euest for a sécipe for tomato butter. We 
are fond of it in our family, and here is my 
way of making it: 

“ TOMATO BUTTER—Séald and skin the 

tomatoes and as you cut them up squeeze 
out most of the seeds. Boll steadily for 3 
couple of hours. I think the butter is im- 

proved if a few ripe, well flavored apples 
are cut up and cooked with the tomatoes, 
When all are cooked soft, sweeten to your 
taste. We put in plenty of sugar. Then 

cook until the mixture is glassy and like 
thick preserves. MRS. E. C. McL.”’ 

It has occurred to me as a probability, 
since reading your recipe. that what is 
meant by tomato | utter’’ may be after 
All what my mother and other notable 
housewives of her generation put up for 
winter use as tomato honey.“ The for- 
mula for preparing the delicacy was this: 

TOMATO HONEY—Scald and skin ripe 
tomatoes. Cook until they are boiled to 
pieces. Then strain through a jelly bag 
to get rid of the seeds. Return to the fire 
with three-quarters of a pound of sugar fo 
every pint of juice, and boil slowly for an 


little lemon juice is an Improvement, say 
about one lemon to a quart of the liquid. 
Pour into glasses and when it is firm cover 
with waxed papers. 

As a child I used to think tomato hemey 
delicious eaten with bread and butter. It 
was a welcome substitute for fruit jams and 
jellies in what we called “a poor fruit 


hour, skimming off the scum as it rises. A . 


year.” That is, when untimely early frosts 
Killed the buds and biossoms of peaches, 
pears, and berries. I cannot say how it 
would taste to me now.

But the butter and.“ honey may both 
be made of canhec tomatoes, saving the 
cook the trouble of scalding and removing 
— skins, also of the time spent in the first 
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. White Bread Recipe. 

WHITE BREAD (By request of A. B.). 
Chop into quart of wheat flour à tabie- 
spoonful of butter or other shortening, add 
@ quart of lukewarm.water, a tablespoonful 
of sugar, and @ half yeast cake dissolved in 
a gill of lukewarm water. Beat hard for 
Sfteen minutes, cover the sponge and set 
aside to rise for aix hours (or until light) 
in a Warm room where it will not get chilled. 
Sift into another receptacie two quarts of 
flour sifted with a tablespoonful of salt 
Make a hollow in the center of this flour 
and work into it gradually the risen sponge 
or batter. 


When the dough is just stiff enough to 


handle v. transfer it to a floured board 

and knead for at least ten minutes. Cover 
and set to rive as before until twice ita pres- 
ent size. When light, knead again for ten 
minutes, make info loaves, put these im 
pans. and set to rise for an hour, or until 
they are a third larger than at first. Be 
gure that the oven is at a good steady heat, 
put the loaves in, cover with brown paper 
for the first three-quarters of an hour of 
baking. Then uncover and brown fer fif- 
teen minutes more. 

BROWN BETTY (By request of A. B.).— 
Put into a greased pudding dish a layer of 
peeled and chopped apples, sprinkle lightly 
with granulated sugar, bits of butter, a few 
drops of lemon juice, and a little ground 
cinnamon and grated nutmeg. Then dust 
the whole lightly with a powdering of 
cracker crumbs. Put in re apples, and 
proceed as before. When the dish is full, 
have the top layer of fine crumbs, dot thick- 
ly with bits of butter, and bake for from 
half to three-quarters of an hour. Serve in 
the dish which it was baked, with a hard 
sauce. 

NUT BREAD (eubmitted by Reader).— 
One egg. one cupful of white sugar, a 
pinch of salt, a cupful of sweet milk, three 
cupfuls of flour sifted with four teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder, one cupful of nut 
meats worked in at the last. Put into loaf 
tins, let stand for twenty minutes, and 
bake for three-quarters of an hour. 
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Bleaching Celery. 3 

“I am flattering myself that I have hit 
upon something rather novel in the way 
of housewifely discoveries, and hasten to 
make it known. 

Or it may be that it is already known 
to some of our readers. There are divers 
ways of bleaching celery. This is what I 
have been doing of late: I have taken off 
the green, bitter celery tops and wrapped 
them up in paper as neatly as a package 
from a tore and put them into my sa:echai, 
shutting them away from the light and 
air. Two days later I took them out and 
found them bleached as prettily as the 
inner crisp, Nghter colored stalks, and all 
the bitter taste was gone with the green. 
I found this out by accident. After this no 
more tough, bitter celery tops in my 
kitchen! A CHICAGO MEMBER.” 

I wish you had been more explicit in your 
tale of the bleaching. I should expect the 
celery to be withered by the process. Did 
you wet the paper? And did you keep the 
satchel in a cool place? 

Will somebody else try the plan and report 
upon it? If successful, it is a discovery of 
value to those wno would utelize every bit 
of celery. 


Stuffed Perk Tenderloin. 

When you can make room in the Cor- 
ner, will you publish a recipe for fried green 
peppers and one for stuffed eggplant?’ 

Here Wa recipe which I find lowers the 
butcher’s bills and that we think delightful: 

“STUFFED PORK TENDEBLOINS— 
Split pork tenderloins almost through: 
make a stuffing as for fowls, using bread 
crumbs. a seasoning of salt, pepper, a little 
thyme and grated onion, and two table- 
spoonfuls of melted butter. Spread a thick 
layer of this over one of the loins and place 
the second on top of this; tie firmly together 
in several places. 

“Put a little butter or dripping into a 
frying pan and when ft is hot. brown the 
meat nicely in it on all sides. Then add 
two cupfuls of bolling water and cook over 
a slow fire for thirty minutes. The meat 
Should be covererd after adding the water. 
A little browned flour may be stirred in 
after the meat is taken out, and this will 
make a delicious gravy. 

Cooking it in the frying pen saves the 
trouble of heating the oven when the meat

The raisins are not put in whole, of 
course. They should be cut in half, the 
seeed extracted (after washing them and 
drying upon a towel), and then dredged 
thickly with flour. The philosophy of the 
dredging is that the floury coating, adher- 
ing to the moist batter, holds the fruit tin 
place until the cooling is so advanced that 
they are fixtures. 

As I have interpolated. lest you might 
fail to do it, the raisins should be cleansed 
of dust and other impurities before they are 
seeded. Some housewives let them lie in 
water half an hour to plump and freshen 
them. They are then dried by spreading 
them upon a clean towel and laying an- 
other over them, patting the upper gently 

to absorb the moisture.

Cleanse Face Before Massaging. 

Rubbing !sSéneficiat when it extends 
the nape of the neck down to the bot ot 
the spine and up again. The rubbing is done 
im deep circles. with the thumbs and the 
palme of the hands. 

‘Before massaging the face it should be 
thoroughly cleansed. You may use a soft 
drum or a cloth, with warm water and pure 
soap. Many like the after stimulation of 
cool or cold water. Thisis particularity bene- 
ficial, as it tends to contract the pores, which 
have become relaxed by application of the 
heat. | 

For the lines which run horizontally ecross 
the forehead the fingers should rob up and 
down, or preferably across the lines in small 
circles from the center outward. 

For those straight wrinkles rising per- 
pendicularly from the bridge of the nose rub 
the fingers across. You can do as much or 
more to efface these lines by keeping your 
face in repose as you can by massage. The

Never Rub Face Downward. ,; 

The rotary motion with the tips of the 
fingers is éxcellent for nearly all wrinkles. 
This can be used for those already men- 
tioned. 

It consists of moving the second and third 
fingers in little circles or wheels. The knead- 
ing is done firmly and is continued backward 
and upward. Or you can take the four fingers 
and knead deeply with them in little circles. 
It is a good plan to practice these motions on 
a pillow. 

The skin about the eye should never be 

touched without the application of a skin 
food of some kind, and even then geritly. 
This skin is tender and susceptible to irrita- 
tion. 
Remember never to rub the face downward, 
even when wiping it with a towel. The gen- 
eral direction In handling the face should 
be upward and outward. 

An excellent method of massaging the skip 
about the eyé from the nose is outward to- 
ward the temple, then under the arch close to 
the eye and inward toward the nose again. 

You cannot expect too much, however, of 
the massage of the skin below the eye, as 
defects here often indicate some internal de- 
rangement. 

As to the neck, use the same motion for 
those lines as you have used for the wrinkles 
of the forehead. It is well also to begin this 
treatment by washing the neck according 
to the directions given for washing the face.

Dart Is Creat Advantage. —— 


This long French dart from the shoulder 
to the buet line or below is better and more 
practical for a plain unlined shirtwaist 
than a separate underarm section, and ex- 
cept.in the very large, sizes this method 
is an that will de needed. When a shirt- 
Waist ‘requircs: more shaping than that 
given by a single dart it is neally no longer 
a chirtwaist. ag waists in thie size should 
be lined and fitted and if requiring a lin- 
ing should be made in another style. Of 
course, this dart is not pretty in a perfectly 
plain shirtwaist, such as is generally worn 
hy a young, slender girl, nor ie it needed. 
but for well rounded figures it is almost 
indispensabije.. It should only be used in a 
shirtwaist which is trimmed with plaits 
or clusfers of tucks under which it may be 
satisfactorily concealed. For the woman 
who likes a well fitting ehirtwaist with 
some’ fit at the sides there is ‘no question 
but thie is a great advantage. It allows 
the: material to be ‘plaid at the top ot the 
shoulders between armhole and the 
center front, where it is slightly biaa fit 


ting the shoulders with perfect emoothnese 


and giving mast excellent plain square 
line. The bias is se sight that it is not 
impractica] in the unlined shirtwaist. This 
dart may also be taken under the shoulder 
plait, which’ extends from the shoulder 
seam down the side of the plain fitting 
Waiat. Sometimes a dart tuck is laid from 
the bottom to the waist line to take out 
the usual fuliness at this place. Such a 
method ie excellent for stout figures, as it 
allows for the necessary bust fullnees and 
yet gives a smooth appearance below the 
bust and at the waist, Hine. The waist 
shown in the illustration Is first tucked and 
then cut by a plain pattern, the dart being 
taken under the side tucke where it is con- 
cealed, and yet it answers for fitting pur- 
poses. 

The reason for keeping it small is two 
fold: First, it holds together and balances 
the shoulders of the shirtwaist, and. gec- 
ond, it allowe for a longer under arm, giv- 
ing a plainer back and a longer waist line. 
The material of the back being on the 
straight supports the shoulder seam and 
the slight bias of the front at the shoulder 
seam caused by the French dart. Finish 
the sigeve opening with a narrow facing and 
fasten this opening with small buttons and 
cotton cord loops. 

* * 


How Sleeves Should Be Fitted. 


’ Owing to the fact that shirtwaist sleeves 
are generally cut in one piece and finished 
with straight cuffs it. makes the average 
sewer careless about the fitting, with the 
result that they often look quite as ill fit- 
ting as they feel. The sleeve of a shirt- 
waist should be fitted with sufficient ease 
so thdt the arm can be moved freely with- 
out the sleeve drawing or binding in any 
way, and yet not be overwide. Allow for 
at least two or three inches in width for 
fullness. This will give a comfortable 
amount of.ease in a sleeve without fitting 
over the elbow. Very often a sleeve with 
a high plain fitting cuff will draw uncom- 
fortably at the inside arm seam and pull 
awry. To overcome this difficulty the sleeve 
must be first fitted perfectly in the arm- 
hole. Put on the waist and draw on the 
sleeve, fitting the curve at the hollow of the 
under arm, and pin the under seam in the 
right position. Then pin the sleeve at the 
back of the under arm, keeping it flat and 
smooth underneath. Proceed to pin it 
around the armhole with the straight of the 
material coming in a straight line down the 
outside of the arm from the highest point of 
the shoulder. Distribute the fullness even- 
ly; do not bunch it all in a space of one 
or two inches, but spread it around the 
top of the arm. In an average size 36 waist 
the gathers will extend about eight inches 
around the armhole. Lay the top of the 
sleeve over the edge of the shoulder, allow- 
lig just enough material to fit over the 
‘rounded portion of the shoulder, cutting 
away any superfluous fullness which would 


hang over, as a long, even line is essential, 


in a well made shirtwaist. Mark with pins 
for the portion to be gathered and place 
pins in a corresponding position on the wart 
to mark the end of the gathers. Then run 
the top ot the sleeves with two gathering 
threads, taking small, «ven stitches, 


* * 
Collar Band of Importance. 

It is now ready to sew in the armhole. 
Prepare the straight band cuff and pin it 
over the sleeve end. The end of the sleeves 
should be curved deeper on the outside of 
the arm than on the inside for free move- 
ment of the elbow. Mark with pins for the 
depth of the sleeve and place the fullness 
on the outside, keeping it plain on the 
under arm, 

The collar band of the shirtwaist is also 
of great importance. It should be made ex- 
actly the size of the base ot the throat and 
fit snugly. For this purpose use a double 
fold of the straight material half an inch 
in width when finished. Fasten the band 
pecurely to the band with buttons and loops 
and attach the collar to the band at the 
left side. On the right side hold it down 
securely to the band with butons and loops 
and fasten in the back with buttons and 
loops, never depending upon collar pins. 
On lingerie blouses buttoning in the back 
the neckband is omitted and the collar 
sewed to the neck of the blouse. This 
should be neatly done, the centers and both 
the edges being absolutely even. In a 
well made shirtwaist. buttons and loops or 
buttonholes are always used in preference 
to hooks and eyes; which are not practical 
on washable clothes. 

No more material should be used below 
the waistband than is needed, and for this

They formed an 
organizution known as the New Future as- 
sociation, for the purpose of taking care of 
these gitis released from prison, and giv- 
ing them every opportunity to start life 
anew. 

In July of this year the New Future as- 
sociation moved into its home at 556 Fast 
Thirty-seventh street. Since that time half 
a hundred women who were released from 
the bricewell were taken care of by the so- 
ciety. ivs*ead of sinking lower tLese women 
were found places to work and are now on 
the road to decent, respectanle lives. 

The active spirits of the New Future as- 
sociation are its president, Mrs. Fred I. 
Rossbach, and Mrs. Josephine R. Schell, the 
superintendent of the home. 

Mrs. Schell, who is a practical n 
gist ot no small experience, is not only look - 
ing after the girls who come out from the 
house of correction, but is in communication 


with every police station and court. As soon 
as a girl is arrested on a disorderly con 
duct charge Mrs. Schell familiarizes herself 
with the case, and if the girl is just about 
starting her downward career every effort is 
made to save her. When the offense is not 
serious an effort is made by Mrs. Schell to 
save the girl the humiliation of going to 
the bridewell, and she is taken to the home 
of the New Future association, and there 
given a new start.

Girls Started on New Path. 

“ Thousands of country girls come to Chi- 
cago every year,” Mrs. Schell said. They 
know little or nothing about the city, and 
it is inevitable that a number of them 
should. get into trouble. Now when a boy 
gets into trouble and is sent to jail for a 
few weeks ‘he is not nearly so handicapped 
as the girl is. He can write to his parents 
about it, and the whole thing is taken as a 
boyish prank.

demography, recently held in Washing - 
ton, D. C., and the pellagra conference, 
more recently held in Columbia, S. C.— 
have ‘been unusually interesting. 

The national Progressive convention 
was the outgrowth of a nationwide senti- 
ment in favor of a more thorough and 
national consideration for social and in- 
dustrial justice. 

The international congress of hygiene 
and demography brought together the 
leading workers and investigators in the 
field of scientific hygiene and sanitation. 
Representatives came from practically 
every European nation; some came from 
Asiatic governments and a few countries 
of South America. 

Here the till of knowledge was tapped. 
much valuable information concerning 
community interests was disseminated, 
and the storehouse of individual know!- 
edge was greatly enriched. 

— 

The pellagra conference was especially 
interesting, since it is only within th» 
last few years that pellagra has required 
or received marked attention in this coun- 
try. This is due, no doubt, to a failure 
on the part of the medical man and scien- 
tist to recognize it and to the fact that 
its pathology and etiology have remained 
practically unsolved{] Much more pro- 
found and carefully planned efforts to 
elucidate its cause and treatment have 
been conducted in Europe than in this 
country. 

It will be remembered that infantile 
paralysis terrorized almost as many peo- 
ple as the “grim reaper,” and while we, 
as yet, are unable always to check or 
control satisfactorily epidemics of this 
disease, we can handle it far better than 
before the recent investigation, conduvted 
by Dr. Flexner of the Rockefeller insti- 
tute, disclosed to us valuable information 
concerning its cause, prevention, care and 
treatment, | 

There is a possibility that an effort 
equally as comprehensive and of as great 
magnitude will be necessary before we 
are able to control epidemics of pellagra. 
The physician knows less perhaps about 
the cause, treatment and care of pellagra 
than about any other disease. 


~~ 

Dr. Patrick Manson has defined pel- 
lagra as “an epidemic disease of slow 
evolution, characterized by a complicity 
of nervous, gastric and cutaneous symp- 
toms which make their first appearance 
during the spring months and recur year 
after year at the same season, remitting 
more. or less during the winter months. 
It is confined almost exclusively to field 
laborers, and the more distinctive fea- 
tures are: (a) A remitting erythema of 
the exposed parts of the body; (b) 
marked emaciation; (c) profound melan- 
cholia alternating with mania.” 

Pellagra is to de found in all goun- 
tries. It is perhaps most widely dis- 
tributed, however, in southern Europe 
and the United States. 
is most prevalent among men it attacks 
both sexes. It may occur at any age, 
but is most frequent between the ages 
of 20 and 50, and is largely confined to 
field workers. 


~o- 

The cause of pellagra has been vari- 
ously discussed, but as yet the specific 
cause is obscure. It has been variously 
ascribed to insanitary houses, water, gar- 
lic, onions, maize, the absence of salt, etc. 
In view of the visionary and obscure 
theories that have been advanced regard- 
ing the cause of pellagra it is interesting 
to observe what Dr. Jelk, who has had 
considerable experience with the disease, 
says. His conclusions, published in the 
Southern Medica] Journal, are as follows: 
1. Pellagra is not a new disease, 
nor a disease, in fact, but a series of 
symptoms, complex, presenting the re- 
sults of parasitic infectién in the gut with 
consequent abrasions, inroads, as it were, 
and either absorption of or the convey- 
ance of toxin déveloping bacteria or the 
toxins themselves into the blood or to the 
central nervous system, the force of whicu 


seems mostly spent upon the cervical and 


dorsal portion of the cord. 

“2. The amebe seem undoubtedly ca- 
pable of conveying these toxins or toxin 
developing bacteria, and probably are 
their chief intermediate hosts. 

“3. Some form of amebe has bhen 
found in most of the writer’s cases, and 
usually many of these organisms have 
lost much of the hyaloplasm, are immo- 
tile or almost so, and contain many dark 
particles, a fact and condition not so often 
found in other conditions as in pellagrins, 
therefore believed to be significant.”

Dr. Sandwith of Senden is ae the opin- 
ton that pellagra is à nutritional disease. 
while Dr. Roberts of Georgia ‘believes that 
the disease is of germ origin, and that the 
common ‘mosquito is the most probable 
intermediary agent. 

Dr. Sambon, who, according to Dr. 
Taylor, is a scientific man im all depart- 
ments of medicine, contributed a paper in 
which he said that the information ob- 
tained during his last expedition in Rou- 
mania, Austria, Spain, and France was 
confirmatory of his doctrine of the para- 
sitic nature of pellagra. Dr. Sambon 
thinks the poison is transmitted from one 
person to another by a blood ring in- 
sect, probably waterbred.

Statistics presented to the conference 
on the epidemiology and prevalence of the 
disease in the United States, as prepared 
by the 
commission and the government health 
service, show that there have been 30,000 
cases in this country in the last five years 
with a mortality of 30 per cent. 

If an epidemic of yellow fever, cholera 
or plague had carried off 30 per cent of 
its victims it is quite certain that the gov- 
ernment would have shown considerable 
activity in working out a way to arrest 
its progress. Just why it is so recreant 
to what is seemingly so urgent a duty is 


dificult to undérstand.

Dr. Beall of Fort Worth, Tex., in his 
studies, has found the majority of cases 
of the disease among women. He dis- 
putes the simulium theory for Te as 
many cases coming under his obse 
tion developed fully fifty miles from a 
running stream. 

A telegram was received from Dr. Sambon 
and Dr. Chalmers in London and real. 
announcing t records of sporadic: cases 
of pellagra in tland in 1860, 1866; 1909, 
and 1911 have been found. The records 
disclose the fact that simulium had beea 
reported present. In view of this fact 
there is a possibility that the importance 
of Scotch pellagra has been overlooked... 

Dr. Jennings and Dr. King of the de- 
partment of agriculture, who have made 
a study of the cause of pellagra, have not 
found sufficient evidence to incriminate 
the genus simulium. They are inclined 
to the belief that it is caused by the 
stomoxys calcitrans, while Prof. Hunter 
of Kansas is of the opinion that the 
simuliuim or sandfly isthecause. 

Thus it will be seen that there are al- 
most as many theories as to the cause of 
pellagra as there are physicians. No 
clinical or laboratory facts have been pre- 
seuted which would point to the truth as 
to the cause of the disease. It is the 
opinion of Dr. Bass of New Orleans that 
we are ho nearer a solution of the mys- 
tery than we were three years ago and 
that no solution of it is probable within 
the near future.

“2. That this association reiterates 
the belief, formerly expressed, that the 
ultimate cause of pellagra is unknown, 
but it is of the opinion that, in view of 
the indictment against ‘spoiled’ corn, 
measures should be taken by proper an- 
thorities to prevent its sale and consump- 
tion as food; 

“3. That this assdciation expresses 
the conviction that no satisfactory evi- 
dence has ever been. submitted which 
shows pellagra to be transmissible from 
man to man, and that, in the present state 


of our knowledge, this association regards 


measures of quarantine and isolation for 
this disease unnecessary and unwise; 

“4. That this association is convinced 
that there is at present no known specific 
remedy for pellagra, and any claim made 
for the specificity of any especial ther- 
apentic agent must be accepted with great 
caution; 

“5. That this association recognizes 
pellagra in the United States as a matter 
of great importance to the national publie 
health, and notes with approval the in- 
terest of the United States publie health 
service on the subject. It is hoped that 
the congress of the United States may 
appropriate sufficient funds for the con- 
tinuance and extension of this work;

The title of financial adviser to the khedive 
is somewhat misleading. For its holder is the 
representative of the British government in 
the Egyptian cabinet and attends all its de- 
liberations, with the power of veto. In fact, 
none of the Egyptian cabinet ministers, nor 
even the khedive, can do anything without 
his sanction and approval. Needless to add 


that he works in close communion with the 


British plenipotentiary in Egypt. Field Mar- 
shal Lord Kitchener. The office carries with 
it a salary of $15,000 a year and allowances.

Lord Edward is an old friend of Kitchener 


and formerly served under him in the Soudan, 
winning the distinguished service order by 
conspicuous gallantry at the battle of Om- 
durman. 

It was Lord Edward who won from his 
father the powerful support which the late 
Lord Salisbury gave to Kitchener through- 
out all the closing years of his premiership. 

Lord Edward, who is known to his family 
and friends by the nickname of “ Niggs,”’ 
is far better looking than his brothers, while 
his wife, a daughter.of the late Admirai

Farmers Open to Argument. 

Wisconsin will have to learn ite lesson the 
game as the other states where suffrage cam- 
paigne have been waged. Corruption, chiefly 
met in the cities, wil) never tolerate woman's 
suffrage; neither will the (gnirance and petty 
prejudice which dete the minds of people 
in the rural districts The former is most 
difficult to destroy. The latter can be met 
and overcome with a surprisingly small 
amount of effort and tedium. Speakers trav- 
eling through the northern part of Wiscon- 
sin almost without exception brought back 
reports to headquarters in Milwaukee of the 
splendid work among the farmers. They 
attributed to the farmer a certain broad- 
minded outlock and fair judgment not to be 
found among city men. Most of these men 
wished to know about suffrage, what !t would 
do for men and women, state and country, 
and when convinced that it was fair and 
right, they did not let prejudice keep them 
from saying 80. 

While many of the counties were thorough- 
by organised and the work well done, it was 
impossible to reach every farm village and 
town in the short time allotted for the cam- 
peign. 

The suffragists propose to carry on thelr 
work along the same lines in use before elec- 
tion.

„Do you dread your punishment?’’ I 
asked. 

Oh, no!’’ he replied. ‘‘1I shall bear 
a lifetime of hard labor with pleasure, 
During my imprisonment, I have observed 
attentively the phenomena of the soul; 
Psychology, though the most important of 
the sciences, is yet the most neglected, 
For instance, our passions are the tyrants 
of the world.

Thus, 
with each prisoner who had conversed 
with me, I associated a spiritual face.

A Red Cross Leader 


In Washington, D. C., Miss Jane De- 
lano is doing a big work in a quiet way. 
She is chairman of the National Red 
Cross Committee on nursing service, which 
in time of war or great calamity, could 
offer the government the services of 
2,300 ined nurses, from all parts of 
the country. This is a very different 
state of affairs from that which con- 
fronted the North at the beginning of the 
Civil War, when trained nurses were not 
to be had for love or money. It may 
seem to.the uninitiated that the number 
of nurses mentioned is ridiculously small, 
considering that there are something like 
20,000 women allied with the Nurses As- 
sociated Alumnae; but there are very 
rigid rules to be complied with before a 
girl may be accepted into the army re- 
serve. Among them is the recommenda- 
tion of her own hospital, and the back- 
ing of her local, as well as State, organi- 
zation. It is largely due to Miss Delano’s 
ability that such an efficient organization 
as the National American Red Cross 
Nurses — the official title — has been de- 
velo In preparation for the work 
she had a liberal experience in the nurs- 
ing profession, having been superintend- 
ent of training schools in several of the 
big hospitals of the country. This win- 
ter there is. unusual activity among the 
Red Cross nurses; for, though there is 
no immediate prospect that their ser- 
vices will be needed, the old saying, In 
time of peace prepare for war, is kept 
in mind. Lectures are being given 
the mémbers of the Army Medica} Corps, 
and others, which detail the history, aims 
and achievements of the Red Cross, and 
give a better understanding of relief 
problems in general. Miss Delano, in 
“eae g of the work recently. said: ‘‘If 

eall should come for our services in 
time of war, we will march bravely to 
the front, kno that behind the battle 
line will be needed another army, not 
ting, but striving to save from pain, 
and death the victims of bayonets, 
bullets and shells. I feel that no higher 
honor can come to a woman than the 
right to wear the badge of the National 
American Red Cross nurse; for it means 
that she is pledged to the service of her 


woman physician, a medical service was 
developed. Recently the Loving Cup 
of the New Orleans Daily Picayune was 
awarded to her by a committee of disin- 
terested citizens, for the most notable 
public service of the year. This was the 
first time the ‘‘Loving Cup’’ had been

only twenty years old she entered the Uni- 
versity, making her thesis on zoology. 
During the following five years, she pub- 
lished several works on mathematics and 
natural science in Norway, Germany and 
the United States In 1906 she had the 
degree of doctor of philosophy conferred 
upon her; and in 1907 was elected a 
member of the Christiania Municipal 
Council, as she is an enthusiastic poli- 
tician as well as a scientist.—Hilda 
Browner.
